In an address before the American Political Science 
Association at Madison, Wis., Dec. 28, Mr. Barrett, now 
director general of the International Bureau of American 
Republics and formerly Minister to Argentine, Colombia 
and Panama, said: ‘One of the most important effects, 
if not the principal result, of the sailing of the battle- 
ship fleet to the Pacific has been almost overlooked in the 
constant discussion of the effect on Japan, and that is the 
impression created in South America. The powerful and 
progressive republics of South America, like Brazil, 
Argentine, Chili and Peru, which are fast becoming world 
powers, are not only welcoming the coming of the ships 
and applauding this vast and unique naval undertaking, 
but are planning to give the fleet a reception that will not 
be surpassed in cordiality, enthusiasm and extent on 
either our own Pacific coast or in the ports of the Orient. 
At Rio de Janeiro, in Brazil, and again at Callao, in 
Peru, Admiral Evans’s fleet will be greeted and treated 
as the real representative of the naval strength, as Sec- 
retary Root was the true envoy of the new diplomacy of 
the United States, which politically, commercially, his- 
torically and geographically is the natural ally and friend 
of all South America. In short, the voyage around South 
America of this fleet, while not in any way intended or 
planned to impress South American countries, and, there- 
fore, all the more appreciated by them, will establish be- 
yond quibble or issue one point, often discussed in South 
America with doubts about the strength and capacity of 
the United States as compared to Europe, that if ever the 
necessity should come—which God forbid!—the United 
States could enforce and maintain its position that the 
Monroe Doctrine is a strong, living issue, never to be for- 
gotten in the competition of nations for power and influ- 
ence on the Western Hemisphere.” 
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To-day there is general complaint among publishers 
that printing paper is constantly growing dearer. In the 
Middle West many local papers are raising their sub- 
scription price fifty per cent. in order to pay for the 
paper. The chief item determining the price of paper is 
the cost of pulp. An example of the increased price of 
paper is found in the case of a publisher of a daily in 
the Middle West, who recently paid $1,200 for a carload 
of paper. The same quantity and grade of paper cost 
a year ago but $800. In the face of a threatened short- 
age of timber, the amount of wood consumed each year 
for pulp has increased since 1899 from two million to 
three and one-half million cords. New York alone con- 
sumes each year over a million and a quarter cords of 
weod in the manufacture of pulp, or more than twice 
2s.much as Maine, which ranks next. The total value of 
the wood consumed in 1906 was $26,400,000. All im- 
portations of wocd for pulp are from Canada, and com- 
prised, in 1906, 739,000 cords, nearly all of which was 
spruce. Four and a half million dollars’ worth of pulp 
was imported in 1906, a slight falling off from 1905. Cir- 
cular 120 of the Forest Service contains a discussion of 
the consumption of pulpwood in 1906, based on statistics 
gathered by the Bureau of the Census and the Forest 
Service. The pamphlet can be had upon application to 
the Forester, U.S. Department of Agriculture, Washing- 
ton, D.C.

Signing himself “An American Officer,” without de- 
signating the organization, whether naval, military or 
civil, of which he is an officer, a writer in the France 
Militaire indulges in much gloomy foreboding as to the 
relations between the United States and Japan. He re- 
marks that the symptoms that preceded the war with 
Spain are repeating themselves as regards Japan. <A por- 
tion of the press has set itself to inflame public opinion. 
Caricatures, music-hall songs, act in the same way. Al- 





lusion to American victories over the Mikado are received 
with frenzied applause. All of which might be important 
if it were true, but it is obviously a product of the 
writer’s imagination. He is more correct when he says: 
“War with Japan would be a naval war. We cannot at- 
tempt to invade a country that defends itself with 1,500,- 
000 soldiers tried in battlefields. If we do succeed at 
sea the victory will be fruitless, we can get nothing, 
either territory or money, out of a foe that will retire 
into his own waters and defy us there. If on the contrary 
we are beaten by the Japanese fleet, we lose at one blow 
Hawaii and the Philippine Islands. We have, in short, 
everything to lose in case of war and nothing to gain.” 
Commenting upon the utterance quoted our excellent con- 
temporary, the Broad Arrow, in tones of unconcealed 
solicitude, remarks: “These words deserve serious con- 
sideration in America, where quiet, serious people, who 
have not a notion of what war means, talk of it as a 
quite unimportant affair. We venture to appeal to our 
American cousins not to be carried away by the baser 
passions of the least worthy portion of their population, 
and to consider what a moral and nfaterial disaster for 
Christendom their defeat, after an unprovoked attack on 
Japan, would be. The United States are not ready, either 
in a financial or other sense, for war.”

The Service pay bill is one which ought to be passed, 
says Harper’s Weekly, adding that: “The Army has not 
as much trouble in securing a hearing as it used to have, 
and while sometimes people think that it is heard too 
much, in this instance its request is reasonable. There 
is abundant reason why the bill should receive a favorable 
hearing and should be enacted. When we consider how 
the cost of livirg has been increased, it must be con- 
fessed that the time has come to do something. Even the 
increase provided does not equal—in the case of some 
grades it does not begin to equal—the greater demands 
upon the officers. 
must have private incomes in order to live as they ought 
to, and it ought not to be the theory of our Government, 
whatever may be its practice, to pay its servants so little 
that they cannot maintain themselves in dignity. How- 
ever this may be, civil life, with its richer rewards, is 
constantly tempting both officers and men out of the 
Army; in a word, the permanent place in the Service is 
so insufficiently rewarded that civil life, notwithstanding 
the precariousness of its employments, induces men to 
give up life positions for its rich emoluments. This evil 
can be mitigated, if not cured, by the passage of the 
salary bill.”

Lieut. Col. George W. Goethals, C.E., U.S.A., Chair- 
man of the Isthmian Canal Commission and Engineer-in- 
Chief of the Panama Canal, has recommended and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has approved an important change in the 
plans for the locks at the Pacific terminus of the canal. 
Under the original plans these locks were to have been 
built at La Boca, but under the scheme proposed by Col- 
onel Goethals they will be located at Miraflores, four 
miles further inland. It is stated that this change will 
not only insure a saving of some $10,000,000 in cost of 
construction, but that it will considerably lessen the time 
required to complete the work, and that moreover the loca- 
tion of the locks at Miraflores is an important gain from 
the military standpoint, for the reason that it greatly 
simplifies the task of defending them against a possible 
attack from the sea. At Miraflores the locks will be be- 
yond the reach of gun fire from the Pacific, and the 
ground in that neighborhood is naturally adapted to de- 
fensive works. ‘The original French plans contemplated 
locks at Miraflores, and the accuracy of the judgment of 
the French engineers has been demonstrated, while the 
strategic advantages of placing these important locks four 
miles further from the Pacific strongly appeal to the 
military experts now in charge of the construction of the 
canal. 
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It is known that the Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment, had nothing whatever to do with the em- 
ployment of the captain of an Army transport to pilot 
Admiral Evans’s fleet thruugh the Straits of Magellan. 
A correspondent of the Evening Post says: “No more de- 
liberate insuit could have been offered the American naval 
officer than the suggestion even of the appointment of an 
Army transport pilot to pilot the fleet through the Straits 
of Magellan—a body of water thoroughly well surveyed 
by Captains Fitzroy and King of the British navy over 
fifty years ago, whose surveying vessels spent over eleven 
years there, and since then constant surveys have been 
made by officers of the Chilian navy, which makes it better 
known to seamen than any other body of water south of 
the equator, and which has a greater average depth than 
any man-of-war now draws or ever will draw. The 
Straits are well lighted at every dangerous point, and 
merchant steamers have been passing through without 
accident, bi-monthly, for thirty years; in fact, its transit 
is less dangerous than would-be that of our own Long 
Island Sound for the fleet. And then, again, the fleet 
will pass through the Straits in mid-summer, when there 
is but little darkness and no fogs and the weather is at 
its very best.”

A correspondent of the New York Evening Post says: 
“If you will take a roster of the graduates of the Naval 
Academy and look through it, you will find that far too 
many of the men standing highest in their classes are out 
of the Navy. Thus, Professor Hollis (Harvard), Spang- 
ler (University of Pennsylvania), Aldrich (Clarkson,

Potsdam, N.Y.), Durand (Cornell), are Naval Academy 
men, who stood high in their classes; others are profes- 
sors of mathematics in the Navy, while yet others are in 
civil life, for instance, Lewis Nixon, Mattice, MeFar- 
land, Bowles, and others. I do not mean to say or to im- 
ply that all the ablest men leave the Service, for such 
is not the case. But I do say that the allurements of civil 
life draw far too many able men from the Navy. <A naval 
constructor told me some years ago that he had been 
offered a salary in civil life, which salary, as he stated 
the figures, was four or five times his Navy pay. Lieu- 
tenant Commander —, is lost overboard at sea, it is 
said, but personal friends know his longings for home 
life and children, and the despondency he felt at being 
alone in the world and not daring to take up family cares 
on his pay. The result of it all is that the average of the 
Service is lowered, and that mediocrities rule it.” 


Comdr. William 8S. Sims, U.S.N., has written a letter 
to the editor of the New York Tribune, concerning an al- 
leged expression of opinion by him as to the Brownson- 
Rixey controversy, in which he says: “I have just seen 
in your issue of Dec. 25 the following statement: ‘Ad- 
miral Brownson’s resignation is understood to be due to 
a decision of the President, in which the Executive up- 
held a recommendation of Surgeon General Rixey, which 
was cordially endorsed by Commander Sims, as against 
the earnest recommendation of the Chief of Navigation.’ 
The recommendation referred to is that concerning the as- 
signment of surgeons to the command of hospital ships. I 
beg that you will kindly insert this letter in order to af- 
ford me the same publicity for the statement that I have 
never even spoken to the President on the subject, nor 
otherwise expressed any opinion thereon to him, in his 
presence or in any other manner. This letter is written 
with the permissioa of the Secretary of the Navy.” 
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The wide scope of the instruction imparted to student 
officers by the Department of Military Art in the Service 
Schools at Fort Leavenworth is strikingly illustrated in 
a report by Major Daniel H. Boughton, 11th U.S. Cav. 
It appears, for example, that the course for this depart- 
ment for the coming year involves the criticising and 
marking of twenty-seven hundred papers. It has been 
found that criticising and marking these papers requires 
an average of two hours of some instructor’s time. This 
means fifty-four hundred hours, or 675 days of eight 
hours each, wherein the instructors are engaged in re- 
viewing and marking the completed work of the student 
officers. It does not include the time spent in prepara- 
tion, conducting recitations, or in supervising the practical 
work. As human energies are generally expended along 
the line of ieast resistance, it is not difficult to see why 
the applicative method is in constant danger of being 
changed to one less burdensome to instructors. 
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How greatly the power of heavy guns could be in- 
creased if gun-erosion could be prevented is clearly 
set forth in a statement by Rear Admiral Newton E. 
Mason, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance of the 
Navy Department. He states that a six-inch gun of 
“amorphous” steel has been recently completed for the 
Navy which has an “elastic strength of thirty-eight tons 
per square inch over the powder chamber and sixteen and 
one-half tons at the muzzle (the weakest part). “With 
such a gun, if it were not for erosion,” says Admiral 
Mason, ‘‘we could add fully fifty per cent. to our present 
service velocity.”

Arrangements have been made to supply the ships of 
the Atlantic Ficet, now en route to the Pacific, with 
250,000 pounds of fresh potatoes at Callao. It is esti- 
mated that the potatoes now or hand will last until the 
fleet reaches the Straits of Magellan. From this point to 
Callao the fleet will experiment with the dried potatoes 
which have been put on board. Dried vegetables form 
an important part of the supplies. Cranberries and cab- 
bage are two of the things in which the experiment has 
proved very successful.

Skerrett, of the Artillery Corps, has been selected to fill 
the vacancy. ‘ 
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Commenting upon the statement by Surgeon General 
Rixey, U.S.N., which we published last week, a corres- 
pondent of the New York Sun, “Truxton Decatur Mar- 
linspike,” says: “The late lamented Commodore Joe 
Fyffe is the only fitting person to express adequately the 
situation. During the Civil War he was put in command 
of a nondescript, fearful specimen of converted marine 
architecture, a sidewheel ferryboat. The craft being name- 
less, Joe was told to christen her, and one day he steamed 
proudly through the delighted fleet and past the startled 
flagship with ‘Preposterous’ in enormous letters on his 
starboard paddle box. Turning majestically he steamed 
past again, displaying on his port box ‘Outrageous.’ And 
those words describe most aptly the situation which has 
led Admiral Brownson to retire from the Bureau of Navi- 
gation. With all respect to Dr. Rixey, I must question 
most strongly the correctness of his argument. ‘Hospital 
ships as a rule always have been commanded by medical 
officers, with a sailing master and a civilian crew.” Army 
hospital ships, yes, but not naval hospital vessels. All 
Army vessels have merchant officers and crews. They are 
not acting under immediate authority afloat. Their or- 
ders proceed from Washington or some general authority 
ashore for a fixed purpose or definite assigned duty. Their 
sick and wounded are mere passengers. You could not 
put enlisted seamen and naval officers afloat under mer- 
chant officers and crew. In time of stress, wreck or 
trouble, the senior line officers could not sit quiescent un- 
der a doctor. Army ships are not in concert with other 
vessels under a flag officer, who must have a responsible 
and intelligent naval officer in control to receive and exe- 
cute his orders as to the position and movements of the 
units of his command. Were naval hospital ships mere 
cartel ships, carrying sick to the nearest hospital, a doc- 
tor might command, but they are intended to cruise with 
the fleet, a component part of the same, under the same 
general conditions as the battleships or cruisers as to coal- 
ing, cruising, signals, routine, etc., and in constant touch 
with the authority of the senior officer present. Hospital 
ships are floating hospitals, says Dr. Rixey. They are 
not. They need a motive and directive power; the hos- 
pital does not, except a fireman or engineer for a heating 
plant. ‘hey are no more floating hospitals than a fleet’s 
a floating navy vard, and the discipline and administra- 


tion of a navy vard are as different from those of fleet or * 


ship as a hospital ship is from a hospital..”” Another cor- 
respondent of the Sun, “Q. E. F.,” who “has been closely 
in touch with naval developments for the past twelve 
years,” says: “Some serious defects exist in our ships, 
we well know, but, fortunately for us, all foreign na- 
vies, the British included, have similar faults. The bat- 
tleships and armored cruisers now in commission and 
those ordered up to three years ago are undoubtedly equal 
to any afloat and have as few serious defects as those 
built up to that date for foreign navies.”

Speaking of discontent in the Army, a correspondent of 
the New York Sun in a letter written from Fort Leaven- 
worth, says: “Without any increase of pay there has 
been an increase of as much work again, of irksome and 
useless duty. If the Army were a civil establishment a 
strike would result. A reliable, experienced corps of 
non-commissioned officers is most needed, a body of men 
capable of fairness and honesty both to the officer and the 
men. To obtain such a body a marked increase of pay 
is required, and after that a separation of these non-com- 
missioned officers from the men so that they can do their 
duty impartially. To supply this class the pay of the 
private must be increased. Old soldiers have told me that 
no greater source of discontent exists to-day than the lack 
of a canteen, the soldier’s club. Just why the W.C.T.U. 
prefers that a soldier should get his beer in a dive, sur- 
rounded by the most demoralizing influences, rather than 
in a club where moderation is practiced and simple but 
sufficient amusements are provided, is a mystery to me. 
The work of a soldier should be military, and as such 
strictly necessary.”

Press despatches from Berlin state that artillery ex- 
perts of the German army are conducting some highly im- 
portant experiments with field guns to ascertain their ef- 
fectiveness in disabling airships. Captive airships of the 
steerable type are used in these experiments and the fir- 
ing is done at various ranges, the airships being moved as 
rapidly and in as many different directions as conditions 
permit, the object being to ascertain to what extent they 
cculd do successful scouting in spite of the enemy’s gun 
fire. It is stated that the German navy is also conduct- 
ing similar experiments, using captive balloons towed by 
torpedoboats, thus affording a moving target, which, when 
in rapid motion, appear to be maneuvering in the air. 
The importance of these experiments is perfectly clear. 
The value of the military airship will depend largely upon 
its ability to navigate the air above the enemy’s territory 
in safety, and in the effort to ascertain whether that can 
be done we shall probably witness a contest between the 
airship and the field gun somewhat similar to that be- 
tween projectiles and armor plate. With their custom- 
ary enterprise the Germans have set out to carry this 
problem to a practical solution.

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The Federal Reporter, St. Paul, Minn., published in its 
number for Nov. 21, 1907, a report of the decision of the 
Cireuit Court, S.D., of New York, Judge Chatfield, in 
the case of the United States versus Koplik, tried for the 
offense of receiving public property, namely, soldiers’ 
clothing, in pledge. The decision in the case, May 15, 
1907, was reported here at the time, but it may be well 
to add a statement of the points of law decided as briefed 
in the headnotes of the case as follows: ‘‘In that provision 
of Rey. St., Section 5488, which makes it a criminal 
offense if anyone ‘knowingly’ purchases or receives in 
pledge from any soldier clothes or other public property, 
such soldier not having the lawful right to pledge or sell 
the same, the word ‘knowingly’ applies only to the ques- 
tion whether a person purchasing or receiving such prop- 
erty in pledge knew, or should have known from facts 
which put him on inquiry, that the person offering the 
same was a soldier. It is not a defense to a prosecution, 
under such statute, for receiving property in pledge from 
a soldier still in the Service, that such property consisted 
of clothing which he had paid for out of his clothes al- 
lowance, or which had been charged against it.” In his 
charge the learned judge said: “You have heard read into 
the case a statute giving Government officers the right to 





seize such public property. I charge you that that sec- 
tion refers as well to clothing which the soldier has paid 
for as to powder, cartridges, rifle, and these other articles 
which have only been handed to him for use. The author- 
ity under this section as to the right of an Army officer to 
go in and seize this property wherever found is a civil 
right. The Government has a right to take possession 
of what is the Government’s, aud any person disputing 
that right must prove it. When you come to a criminal 
case, the Government still has the right to seize. It has 
the right to charge the men with the crime. It must 
then show the possession of the goods. It must show the 
circumstances by which the act is alleged to be brought 
within the criminal section, and if that is shown the de- 
fendant is then put upon his proof; the question being 
whether the charge is proved to the satisfaction of the 
jury beyond a reasonable doubt. If the defendant had 
reason, as a reasonable man, to know that he was dealing 
with a soldier, or to make further inquiry, if he had no 
regard for whether the soldier had been discharged or not, 
if he disregarded taking the precautions a reasonable man 
would, so that he could be charged with knowing (if he 
had attempted to find out) that he was dealing with a sol- 
dier, then he is responsible under this statute.”

Lieut. Col. George W. Goethals, C.E., U.S.A., Chief 
Engineer of the Panama Canal, who is now in the Unit- 
ed States on leave, having explained that ten months’ 
work on the isthmus has made him somewhat irritable 
and that he needs a taste of cold weather, the Buffalo 
Evening News is led to remark: “Colonel Goethals may 
be assured that his countrymen, without dissent, recognize 
in him an engineer of the very highest class who, without 
boasting or pretension, is conducting a work of imperial 
magnitude and importance in a way that commands ap- 
proval of the best engineering talent of the world both in 
its professional aspect and its financial. So we repeat 
that he may be as irritable as he pleases while he is 
North to rest himself up thoroughly so as to be fitted for 
the resumption of his labors when his play time is over. 
He has added new laurels to the engineering corps of the 
United States and has shown a way by which the great 
canal enterprise can be carried to completion promptly 
and successfully. He is moving as much dirt every month 
as at one time it was considered good showing if it were 
equaled in six months.” 





In the Dental Cosmos for December Richard Grady, 
D.D.S., M.D., the dentist now employed at the Naval 
Academy, gives an account of the effort being made to 
secure the establishment of a dental corps for the Navy. 
A promising phase of this situation, Dr. Grady says, 
“is the comprehension and co-operation of the Navy per- 
sonnel and the American Medical Association, which has 
committed itself to the advocacy. Says Dr. Ottolengui: 
‘I believe there is a difference between the attitude of the 
Army and Naval surgeons toward the Army dentist. It 
was the Army surgeon who prevented the dental surgeon 
in the Army from having any real recognition; but the 
medical staff of the Navy are not opposed to giving rank 
to the dental surgeon’.” It is proposed to give dental 
surgeons the rank and compensation of acting assistant 
surgeons in the Navy, and to have one for every thousand 


of the Navy and Marine Corps, not to exceed thirty 
in all. 








Major Charles E. Woodruff, Med. Dept., U.S.A., in an 
article on “The Sanitation of the Modern Camp,” pub- 
lished in the Military Surgeon, says: “We have violated 
all known rules as to the selection of camp sites, and 
lived in situations which formerly destroyed armies. 
Henceforth, as always before, camp sites should be 
selected so as to avoid the dangers of bad water, filth, 
malarial and low grounds, but when military necessity 
arises and we are consulted, we can say to the Com- 
manding Officer, ‘General, if you will give the Medical 
Department carte blanche to do as it pleases, without 
going into long winded explanations, you can camp your 
army any place this side of hell, and we will keep the 
troops healthy and ready for you when you want to en- 
gage the enemy.’ After living six months at the James- 
town Exposition I really believe that we could safely in- 
vade hell and whip the devil.”

WHAT IS THE MATTER WITH THE ARMY? 
11. GENERAL REASONS. 


The general causes for dissatisfaction and discontent in 
the Army are many, and difficult to enumerate. In trying 
to enumerate a few we may touch and enlarge on some 
of the causes given. 

1. The selection of inexperienced officers for positions 
of responsibility—aides, staff positions, company com- 
manders, etc. 

An aide may be a very agreeable and pleasant young 
man, but that does not give him experience, and yet often 
to him is delegated the duty of composing orders which 
his seniors by many years have to execute. Some few 
aides are born with a natural faculty for doing things 


‘rightly and properly, but the great majority are not ex- 


actly of the kind that most people would select for ad- 
visors in weighty matters. Some young officers selected 
for the General Staff have had some experience of a lim- 
ited nature, but not of a kind to warrant their detail as 
critics of their seniors. Yet this is done. This fact has 


‘ given rise throughout the Army to the habit of juniors 


criticizing their superiors, no matter what their official 
relation. This is, indeed, a growing evil. It is added to 
by the practice of placing, as already said, juniors in po- 
sitions where they can issue orders by authority of the 
commanding officer—general or not. This, it is believed, 
is not the case in any army of Europe, at least to the 
same extent. An inexperienced company commander fails 
to take an interest in his men, or in their welfare; hence 
numerous complaints, desertions, ete., for which various 
reasons are assigned, but which are really due to the ig- 
norance and lack of experience of company commanders. 
An enlisted man will naturally prefer re-enlistment in a 
ccmpany having a captain with it, and the absence of 
sc many captains naturally reduces the number of re- 
enlistments. 

2. The attempt to Europeanize the Army. This cause 
has really been given by enlisted men to explain the lack 
of re-enlistments and for desertions, and we do not hesi- 
tate to adopt it as our own. The idea that because the 
Germans carry a pack at all times, at drills, marches, 
etc., we must do so in order to have a good Army, is 
sheer nonsense. We do not need any such hardening pro- 
cess. The great strenuosity displayed and enforced dur- 
ing the last two or three years is rapidly leading to re- 
sults hardly anticipated by those who, for the most part, 
do not have to participate in it. General Funston’s com- 
ment on this subject in a short article in World’s Work 
covered the case very well. He is quite right in saying 
that men might just as well in time of peace stand up in 
a row and be shot at, with a view to accustoming them 
to being shot at in war time, as to pursue the present 
system. We don’t believe that anything but nearly doub- 
ling the pay of enlisted men will increase the number of 
re-enlistments or materially decrease desertions, so long 
as the unnecessary strenuosity continues. We have al- 
ready spoken of this in Part 2, but it cannot be reiterated 
too often. Too many practice marches, too much heavy 
marching order, etc., are given in the Philippines as rea- 
son for lack of enlistments, re-enlistments, and for de- 
sertions, by officers and non-commissioned officers, unani- 
mously. Too much strenuosity everywhere, and appar- 
ently more just now in the Philippines than elsewhere. 

The constant changing of the uniform, which re- 
sults in extra expense to both officers and men. 'The en- 
listed men, at least, should not be required to have the 
various articles of the uniform until the Quartermaster’s 
Department is prepared to supply them. Orders for the 
uniform are issued, and then, after officers and men are 
nearly suppiied with new articles, the order is amended in 
some particular, and amended again and again, so that 
now very few know exactly what the uniform is. 

4. Too many inspections. There is such a thing as 
having too many inspections. Every commanding officer 
who is efficient, and we believe most of them are at pres- 
ent, will keep his command in complete readiness at all 
times, and we will say here that we have never served at 
a post where the entire command was not ready to take 
the field on very short notice. There used to be but one 
inspection a year. Afterward there were two, as the De- 
partment was required to make an inspection; and now 
also the division commander; also the General Staff offi- 
cer, and of course there are necessarily special inspections 
for various investigations. At posts near the cities there 
are many extra inspections, ete., for various dignitaries 
passing through. The one (or two) inspections that for- 
merly took place answered every purpose just as well as 
the numerous inspections that take place now, and were 
even more effective, and every post was not in a constant 
state of ferment as is the case now. It has been noted that 
for two or three months of the year inspections will be nu- 
merous, and then for the rest of the year a lack of them. 
Too many inspections have the opposite effect to the one 
intended. 

It is needless to further mention particular causes for 
discontent and dissatisfaction in the Army. The authori- 
ties at the War Department know very well what many 
of the causes are, and it is for them to make such changes 
as will restore contentment in the Army. No one wishes 
to restore the old order of things in its entirety. Many 
of the new methods are good and in the line of progress, 
and along modern lines, but some things connected with 
the old Army were excellent, beginning with the disci- 
pline, and there was contentment and esprit de corps. 
There were high ideals and legitimate pride connected 
with the old Army, and there were whole companies of 
men that could be trusted for any duty whatever, not to 
mention individual soldiers in every organization. Now 
everything is in a turmoil. The proposed elimination bill 
has made every officer a spy on every other officer. The 
present strenuosity, brought from Europe, has materially 
increased the work of enlisted men and discouraged them. 
The revocation of a part of G.O. No. 44, W.D., 1906, and 
diminishing the amount of war strenuosity in time of 
peace, would remove at once the chief cause of discon- 
tent among enlisted men, at least. and there would also 
be much less trouble about enlistments and re-enlist- 
ments. An increase of pay and of rations would remove 
another cause. Let every commanding officer command 
his own post, and return some of the absent officers to 
their regiments. There are other causes, but they may be 
disregarded for the present. So long as self-interest and 
advancement are the main springs of action of most of 
those in power, there will probably be no removal of the 
chief causes of dissatisfaction and discontent in the Army, 
and at intervals the question, “What is the matter with 
the Army?” will be heard. There is something wrong 
with the Army. We have given some of the chief causes, 
but by no means all. We will be glad to know what oth- 
ers think of it. It should be remembered, as was said in 


Part 1, that we are dealing with Americans in our Army 
and not Europeans, a matter of some importance. Fur- 
ther, it should not be forgotten that Cuba and the Philip- 
pines are in the tropics and that this fact should make 
a difference in the amount and kind of work soldiers have

The appointment of Col. Medorem Crawford as a briga- 
dier general causes the following promotions: Lieut. Col.

A proposition is under consideration to allow staff offi- 
cers on duty in the War Department in Washington and 
at various staff headquarters to have two afternoons off 
duty each week in order to practice riding, in preparation 
for the ninety-mile practice ride ordered by. President 
Roosevelt. 

Secretary Taft has the charges against Col. W. H. 
Tucker, Pay Corps, before him. Much new evidence in the 
ease has been sent in to the War Department during the 
Secretary’s absence in the Orient. It is not likely that 
any action will be taken in the matter for several weeks. 

In answer to, the application for clemency made by 
Senator Stephenson, of Wisconsin, in behalf of former 
1st Lieut. Charles D. McCullough, 15th U.S. Cav., con- 
victed by court-martial and sentenced to dismissal and im- 
prisonment for two years, Judge Advocate General Davis 
has made a report to the Secretary of War setting forth 
the fact that the good record and character of the officer 
were fully taken into account by the court, that in com- 
parison with other similar cases the sentence in the Mc- 
Cullough case presents no ground for a modification. 
Lieutenant McCullough received recently while a prisoner 
at Fort Leavenworth a check for back pay amounting to 
$800, the amount charged to have been embezzled. This 
he gave to an officer friend, asking him to make good all 
claims against him, which was done. McCullough said 
when he did this that he was “bughouse.’’ 

The following have been appointed the Board of Visit- 
ors to West Point: Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young, retired; 
Col. H. L. Higginson, Boston; Hon. Charles M. Hough, 
U.S. Judge, Southern District of New York; Hon. Rob- 
ert S. Bean, Portland, Ore. ; Dr. George M. Morrow, Bir- 
mingham, Ala.; Joseph B. Bates, Bloomington, [IIl.;

In the case of Capt. A. S. Bickham, Q.M. Dept., who 
engaged in a fight with a brother officer on the transport 
Thomas last August, it has been decided not to order a 
court-martial, as the officer is still in the Philippines, and 


nearly all the witnesses.are in the United States. He will 
be given an opportunity to explain his conduct. 
The J. H. Henry property (Rancho Del Encinal), 


which is favored by the military committee for a rifle 
range on the Pacific coast for the use of the Regular and 
National Guard forces, is reported as having an area of 
23,113, acres. It is on the coast line of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, about 225 miles south of San Francisco, 
the northwest corner of the tract being about five miles 
from the port of Cayucos on the Pacific Ocean and con- 
nected therewith by a wagon road. On the rolling lands 
there are many large, beautiful white oak trees, many of 
them being over seven feet through. The property is de- 
scribed as having abundance of pure water in streams and 
numerous springs and wells. The site is not subjected to 
long continued periods of dense, foggy weather; the sum- 
mer temperatures are not excessive and there are fine 
groves of oak trees on the rolling lands and thick groves 
on the mountains and hillsides. The report of the mili- 
tary committee says that the Southern Pacific extends 
aJong the easterly side of this range for seven miles and it 
is midway between the harbors of Port Los Angeles and 
San Francisco on the north and within five miles of the 
deep-water harbor of Cayuces on the Pacific Ocean on the 
west of the range. ‘Troops can embark at any port on 
the Pacific coast and disembark within an easy ‘march of 
the range,” says the report, “and most of that distance 
over land already owned by the U.S. Government which 
can be reserved and added to the range. In addition to 
the benefit derived from cheap transportation on water 
the troops will have the advantage of instruction in em- 
barking and disembarking as well as of joint maneuvers 
of naval and land forces.” 


‘A question recently arose at the War Department in 
connection with the propriety of officers inspecting horses 
tc be delivered under contract, using their judgment to 
the extent of accepting horses which were admittedly not 
up to the specifications, because in their opipion the 
horses specified could not be obtained in the market at 
the contract price. The Chief of Staff submitted this 
question to the Secretary of War in the following in- 
dorsement: “Respectfully submitted to the Acting Sec- 
retary of War. ‘There has been continual complaint in 
the Cavalry concerning the quality of horses furnished in 
recent years by the Quartermaster’s Department. In or- 
der to raise the standard of horses supplied, the Quarter- 
mater General has long been using specifications cover- 
ing horses of superior quality ; some contractors, however, 
have persisted in bidding at a price for which horses of 
superior class cannot be furnished. Then has always be- 
gun a struggle with the Quartermaster’s Department, the 
contractor endeavoring to force the latter to accept horses 
not up to the standard covered by the specifications. Vari- 
ous inspectors have taken upon themselves to use their 
own judgment in accepting the best horses that could be 
gotten, because they realized that superior horses could 
not be had at the prices specified in the contract. Of 
course, in every such case, they were simply aiding and 
abetting the contractor in defeating the aims and purposes 
of the Quartermaster’s Department, without any such in- 
tention. The Quartermaster’s Department can never suc- 
ceed in raising the standard of horses supplied the Cav- 
alry service until inspecting officers realize the necessity 
for holding contractors up to a strict compliance with the 
specifications contained in the contract (regardless of con- 
tract price) by refusing to accept any horses that do not 
comply with the specifications, which contain in their lan- 
guage all the elasticity the government desires to embody 
in them. I concur in the views contained in the preced- 
ing indorsement, and it is recommended that these papers 
he returned to for his information and guidance 
in the future.” 

The Army Prison Board met this week and took up 
the plans for the enlargement and improvement of the 
prison buildings at Alcatraz Island which have been 
prepared by the Quartermaster’s Department. The plans, 
which include a considerable enlargement of the capacity 
of the prison, were approved by the board. 

The way that the Army is being depleted by the re- 
fusal of men to re-enlist is illustrated by a circumstance 
occurring at Fort Missoula, Dec. 16, report of which has 
just been received at the War Department. On that 
day sixty-five men, including fifteen non-commissioned 
officers from companies M, I, L and K, of the 6th In- 
fantry, received their discharge, were paid off, and in a 
body took a Pullman car for the journey to Kansas City, 
where they originally enlisted, their travel pay affording 
them a comfortable and jolly ride home all in a party. At 
Kansas City they were to separate to scatter in every di- 
rection, all having the prespect of getting goad places in 





various occupations. Not one of the party considered 
the idea of re-enlisting. 

Thirty-three. electrician sergeants, second class, have 
passed the examination for promotion to electrician ser- 
geant, first class, in the Coast Artillery Corps, according 
to the provisions of G.O. No. 77, War Department. ‘They

Major General Duvall, who has twice taken the fifteen- 
mile practice ride in command of detachments of field 
Officers eligible for the test, will have another dash over 
the road in command of one officer, who is now on the 
way home from the Philippines. ‘There is some hope 
that this officer was included in the ride taken from Fort 
McKinley, Nov. 29, but no information to that effect 
has been received thus far, and as the order for his re- 
turn to the United States came about that time, the 
probabilities are that he will be ordered to take his test 
here in charge of General Duvall. 

The following work has been authorized during the 
past week by the Quartermaster’s Department of the 
Army: Fort Caswell, N.C., timber bulkhead construction, 
$8,640. Fort DuPont, Del:, for increasing size of over- 
flow basin, $495. Fort Bliss, Texas, for installing thirty 
foot additional Cook strainer, $900. 


A plan to increase the reservation at Fort Leaven- 
worth is under consideration and likely to be brought to 
the attention of Congress this winter. There has been 
complaint for a long while that the present reservation, 
which embraces seven thousand acres, is too small for 
the purposes of a large and the most important military 
post in the country. Several times there has been com- 
plaint from farmers living in the vicinity of the danger 
from bullets hitting them or their stock during target 
practice. Bullets frequently ricochet and land far over 
in Salt Creek Valley, where, if they happened to hit a 
human being or an animal, they might do serious harm. 
In one case a bullet went through a wash boiler on a 
neighboring farm; in another, a cow was hit, and at an- 
other time one fell near a group of playing children, 
much to the alarm of their parents. Several plans have 
been discussed, one of which was to add to the one 
thousand acres already owned on the Missouri side of the 
Missouri river, but as this land is low and subject to 
overflow and washing, this had to be abandoned. The 
aim now is to add to the six thousand acres on the Kan- 
sas side of the river, about twelve thousand acres lying 
on the west side of the present reservation. This land is 
all farming land and admirably adapted to the purposes 
of a military post. It is understood that options have 
been secured on a considerable part of the land desired, 
and with an alternative clause so that if the ground is 
not bought it may be leased at a comparatively low 
rental so that maneuvers and target practice may be con- 
ducted upon it, while the owners may at all other times 
of the year use it for grazing or even for raising such 
crops as can be cultivated consistently with the govern- 
ment use of the land. This arrangement would insure to 
the owners good roads and practically as much enjoy- 
ment of their farms as they now have with an added in- 
come in the rentals paid them. 
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According to newspaper reports from San Francisco 
there is assembled on the Army transport dock at that 
port the largest consignment of war material ever sent to 
the Philippines. This material, aggregating some 2,000 
tons, is said to include 6,240,000 rounds of rifle ammuni- 
tion, 7,500 new Army rifles, commissary and quartermas- 
ter supplies and much equipment for submarine mines. 
The chances are that the shipment of this material will 
be pointed out by the sensational press as another sign of 
impending hostilities in the Far East, yet the fact is that 
it is simply in pursuance of plans made long ago by the 
military authorities. It was decided early last year that 
the troops serving in the Philippines should be equipped 
with the new rifle as speedily as possible and that a re- 
rerve supply’ of ammunition for the same should be es- 
tablished in the islands as a measure of economy. The 
shipments now going forward are simply in compliance 
with the plans long since adopted. As for the material 
for submarine mines, if any is being sent to the Philip- 
pines, it is in accordance with earnest recommendations 
repeatedly made in the last two or three years by the mili- 
tary authorities, including the Secretary of War and the 
Chief of Artillery. The truth is that although we have 
occupied the Philippines for nine years we have until 
lately done little or nothing to provide them with neces- 
sary defenses. The present movement to meet that need 
is merely in fulfilment of a duty long neglected.

The President and Secretary Taft had a conference 
Jan. 2 on the retirenient recommended by the Davis 
Board. No conclusion was reached. It is stated on au- 
thority that there will be a further conference, as it has 
not been decided whether there should be exceptions made 
or “how widely the test should be applied.” In connec- 
tion with the retirement of Major Joseph T. Crabbs, 
U.S.A., Secretary Taft and Assistant Secretary Oli- 
ver considered his case last Sunday separately from all 
the others passed on by the Davis Board, because of the 
fact that Major Crabbs had received an offer from the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, which must be accept- 
ed or declined by Jan. 1. The Secretary proposed to sus- 
pend the operation of the retiring board findings for one 
year, in which time Major Crabbs might, it was thought, 
recover his health. He asked, however, not to be kept in 
suspense with a retirement hanging over his head, and it 
was decided to retire him at once in view of his twenty 
years of excellent service.

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he enthusiasm in the National Guard this year over 
Coast Artillery maneuvers promises to be even greater 
than last summer. Already officers in various states are 
asking when dates are to be fixed for their work and to 
what extent the tentative programs will include the state 
organizations. This week the Secretary of War has re- 
plied to an inquiry from Governor Smith, of Georgia, in 
regard to the work to be undertaken in that state. Gov- 
ernor Smith desired that the Field Artillery of the state 
be given a share in the Coast Artillery maneuvers, but 
there seems to be no way that this can be arranged unless 
the officers and men abandon for the time their equipment 
and drill and take up work with machine guns. The ma- 
neuvers are most interesting in the problems laid out for 
defense of the rear of the batteries and forts, and for this 
Infantry can be used to best advantage, taking into con- 
sideration the value of prompt movements to surprise 
landing parties of small or ordinary strength. The ma- 
neuvers do not undertake the later problems that would 
follow a landing in great force, where the mobile army 
would be called into play. It has been decided to hold 
the maneuvers at Savannah from May 16 to 25, and the 
Infantry of the state will be given a large part in the 
work to be done. 
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The newspapers seem inclined to make a great deal out 
of the shipment of fifteen thousand pounds of high grade 
bonhons to the supplyship of Admiral Evans’s fleet. As a 
matter of fact, there was nothing very remarkable about 


the-quantity. In the separate canteens of the battleships 
there was probably a much greater quantity of bonbons. 
The Culgoa’s fifteen thousand pounds was an extra lot 
taken as a precaution against exhausted stocks of a ne- 
cessity of life in the various ships. The attitude towards 
candy has changed of late years. It is no longer thought 
childish or effeminate to eat bonbons. The medical corps 
of both services recommend sweets to the men and the 
commissary makes it easy for them to get the best. Pure 
candy, and especially chocolate bonbons of high grade, 
lessen the appetite for strong drink and form one of the 
best and most nutritious energy producing foods known. 
They are especially recommended for consumption in hot 
countries. When the army of occupation in the Philip- 
pines was larger than it now is, shipments three times 
as large as the one to the Culgoa were made to Manila 
of Lowney’s bonbons. 
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The National Rifle Association ‘of America, in co- 
operation with the Public Schools Athletic League of New 
York, has been carrying on a series of school-boy rifle 
matches, which will end on the evening of Jan. 4, 1908. 
These matches kave been very successful, both in point 
of attendance and in the excellence of the shooting done. 
The presentation of prizes, won by the boys, will be an 
event of more than local importance, and it will be made 
a formal ceremony. At the Sportsman’s Show, Grand 
Central Palace, Lexington avenue and Forty-third street, 
at nine o’clock, in the evening of Jan. 4, 1908. 


The graduation of the class of revenue cutter cadets 
from the training’ school at Arundel Cove, Md., took 
place Thursday, Jan. 2, with appropriate exercises. 
Lieut. F. ©. Ballard addressed the class on their duties 
in the service and presented the diplomas. The class 
consisted of Cadets J. F. McGourty, C. F. Seiter, C. H. 
Jones, F. A. Nichols and J. J. Hutson. Seiter has been 
assigned to the Mohawk, McGourty and Jones to the 
Gresham, Nichols to the Onondaga, and Hutson to the 
Seminole. 
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A number of changes in the Navy Regulations have 
been approved by President Roosevelt. One change which 
will be welcomed by the crews of vessels dispenses with 
evening muster at quarters on shipboard, and another 
permits officers ordered to shore duty outside of the con- 
ditional limits of the United States or Alaska to draw an 
advance of three months’ pay. 


Five wireless telegraph messages have been received at 
Mare Island and Point Loma, Cal., from Sitka, Alaska. 
This is the record for long distance on the Pacific coust. 
The distance from Sitka to Mare Island is 1,350 miles, 
and from Sitka to Point Loma is a little more than 1,906 
miles. 
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There is little probability that Congress will consider 
with favor any bill for the restoration to the active list 
of officers of the Navy retired upon their own application, 
as the Navy Department is opposed to such legislation.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Col. Charles H. Whipple, Pay Dept., U.S.A., who suc- 
ceeded Gen. Culver C. Sniffen as Paymaster General on 
Jan. 1, 1908, has long been recognized as one of the ablest 
officers of the Pay Department and is held in universal 
esteem throughout the Army. His high character, execu- 
tive ability and extensive experience afford the amplest 
guarantee of a successful administration. He was born 


in New York June 12, 1849, and is not due to retire for 
age until 1913. He was appointed a major and paymas- 
ter in the Army Feb. 18, 1881. He was promoted lieuten- 
ant colonel and deputy paymaster general May 3, 1891, 
and colonel and assistant paymaster general Jan. 25, 
1904. General Whipple has served in the Philippines, 
Porto Rico and Cuba, as well as on important duties in 
the United States. This included service on the frontier, 
where long journeys were necessary by wagon and where 
he experienced the hardships of blizzards. In 1884, while 
having in charge $30,000 for the payment of troops at 
Fort Buford, he and his escort, consisting of four enlisted 
men and a driver in a wagon and ambulance, were at- 
tacked by robbers and the driver of the ambulance, 
Sergeant Connrod, was mortally wounded. The funds 
were carried under the seat in the ambulance instead 
of in the escort wagon, and the robbers, who sup- 
posed the money was in the latter conveyance, at once 
made a rush for it after the attack. General Whipple. 
who was then a major, with rare presence of mind, picked 
up the fallen reigns of the horses attached to the ambu- 
lance and managed to escape with the funds to a ranch 
some seven miles away. From there word was sent to 
Fort Buford, forty miles away, and General Bell, who 
was then ae captain in the 7th Cavalry, at once sent out a 
rescue party. General Whipple is a son of Bishop Whip- 
ple, of the Episcopal Diocese of Minnesota, and was well 
known among the Indians. 

Brig. Gen. Culver C. Sniffen, Paymaster General, U.S. 
A., who was retired for age Jan. 1, 1908, was born in 
New York Jau. 1, 1844, and is known as an able offi- 
cer. He was a clerk in the Army ordnance office in 
Washington in 1863, and in the Treasury Department un- 
til June, 1865, when he was transferred to the White 
House. He was executive clerk to President Grant in 
1869, and served as the President’s secretary from March 
4, 1873, until March 3, 1877, when he was appointed a 
paymaster in the Army with the rank of major. He was 
promoted licutenant colonel and deputy paymaster gen- 
eral in 1899, colonel and assistant paymaster general in 
1901, and brigadier general and paymaster general in 
1906. General Sniffen was chief paymaster for General 
Shafter’s army in Cuba, and at Montauk Point in 1898, 
and is a most highly esteemed officer. 

Major Frank B. Andrus, 12th U.S. Inf., who was re- 
tired upon his own application on Jan. 1, 1908, was born 
in Michigan March 4, 1859, and was appointed to the 
Military Academy from Indiana in 1877, graduating as a 
second lieutenant and being assigned to the 4th Infantry 
in 1881. He was promoted a first lieutenant in the 2d 
Infantry in 1899, was transferred to the 4th Infantry in 
1891, and was promoted a captain in April, 1898. He 
was transferred to the 27th Infantry in August, 1901, 
and to the 8th Infantry in November, 1902. He was pro- 
moted major, 12th Infantry, Oct. 30, 1905. He served on 
frontier duty and at various posts in the West and also 
in the operations against Santiago, and with his regiment 
in the Philippines. . 

Major Joseph T. Crabbs, Q.M. Dept., U.S.A., has been 
retired for disability incident to the Service. He was 
unable to take the prescribed test ride because of in- 
juries which prevented him from taking part in violent 
exercise. Major Crabbs some years ago sustained qn in- 
jury to his leg while horseback riding at West Point, 
where he was an instructor, but he has been able to 
properly discharge his cuties. Recently he has had charge 
of the work of constructing the Walter Reed Hospital in 
Washington, D.C. Major Crabbs was born in Indiana 
April 12, 1868, and was appointed to the Military Acade- 
my from Illinois in 1887. He was graduated in June, 
1891, and assigned to the 8th Cavalry as a second lieuten- 
ant. He was transferred to the 8th Cavalry in 1899 and 
in February, 1901, he was appointed captain and quarter- 
master. He was promoted major June 30, 1906. During 
his service he has been on duty at posts in the West, as 
an instructor at West Point, and he was quartermaster 
of the U.S. hospital ship Relief during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War.

Sniffen, whose maiden name was Ruan, and General Snif- 
fen were married in St. John’s Church, Washington, Sept. 

She was a daughter of Dr. Ruan, and was born 
at Santa Cruz in the Danish West Indies, Dr. Ruan own- 
ing a large plantation in the islands known as “Prosper- 
ity.” Mrs. Sniffen was a sister of Mrs. P. F. Harrington, 
wife of Rear Admiral Harrington, U.S.N. The funeral 
took place Tuesday, Dec. 31, and the interment was in 
Arlington Cemetery. 

Mrs. Walter Ayer, mother of Mrs. Harry H. Tebbetts, 
wife of Capt. Harry H. Tebbetts, 10th U.S. Inf., died at 
Haverhill, Mass., Dec. 8, 1907. 

Brig. Gen. H. P. Bush, one of the best known officers 
of the National Guard of California, died Dec. 30, 1907, 
at San Francisco.

He was the father of Dr. Justus 
Davidson, of San Felipe, Texas, and of Capt. W. T. Da- 
vidson, of the Medical Department, now on duty in the 
Philippines. j 

Gen. Albert Lindley Lee, U.S.V., and aide-de-camp and 
chief of staff to General McClernand at the battle of 
Champion’s Hill, died at the Hotel Belmont, New York 
city, this week, of pleurisy and grip. Since 1890 he had 
been a member of the firm of Robert Goodbody & Co., 80 
Broadway, bankers and brokers. He was a member of 
the Union League Club and of the M.O.L.L.U.S. He is 





survived by Mrs. Lee and a son, Albert Lee. General 
Lee was a native of Fulton, N.Y. Before being appoint- 
ed a brigadier general, he served in the 7th Kansas Cav- 
alry and resigned from the Volunteer Service in 1865. 

Pay Dir. Charles ‘W. Abbott, U.S.N., who died at 
Warren, R.1., Dec. 27, 1907, as noted in our last issue, 
was the father of Major Charles W. Abbott, jr., U.S.A., 
retired. 

Ex-Judge Daniel Ferry, who died at Newark, N.J., 
Dec. 18, 1907, was the father of Chaplain John A. Ferry, 
10th U.S. Inf. 

Rachel Sparks Turner, mother of Commodore W. H. 
Turner, U.S. Navy, died Dec. 30, 1907, at her residence, 
2519 May street, Walnut Hills, Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Capt. Henry B. Rogers, U.S. Revenue Cutter Service, 
died at Oakland, Cal., Dec. 31, 1907. Captain Rogers’s 
sudden death resulted from apoplexy and came as a se- 
vere shock to his many friends, for he was universally 
loved and admired by all who knew him. Captain Rogers 
entered the Revenue Cutter Service on Oct. 7, 1871, hav- 
ing previously ‘served as an officer in the Navy during the 
Civil War. During his many years of service he held 
numerous important assignments, and the manner in 
which he discharged these duties always brought forth 
the commendation of his superiors. He was promot- 
ed to the grade of captain on Nov. 9, 1896, his first 
command being the Forward, with headquarters at Port 
Tampa, Fla. During the war with Spain Captain Rogers 
commanded the Woodbury and performed efficient service 
on the Cuban blockade. By his death the Service loses 
an officer of well known ability and one whose high char- 
acter, justice and loyalty can be testified to by all who 
had the pleasure of serving under him. 

Mrs. Emma W. Peterson, mother of Mrs. Fisher, wife 
of 1st Lieut. H. G. Fisher, U.S. Revenue Cutter Service, 
died at Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 30, 1907. 

Chief Sailmaker William Cuddy, U.S. Navy, died in 
Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 30, 1907. He was born in Ohio, 
and received a warrant of sailmaker March 2, 1872. He 
was appointed chief sailmaker March 3, 1899, and was 
retired March 11, 1902. 

Third Lieut. George W. Kleineberg, U.S. Revenue Cut- 
ter Service, died at Seattle, Wash., on Jan. 1, 1908. 
Lieutenant Kleineberg entered the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice on Oct. 13, 1903, as a cadet, having been appointed 
from California. He graduated from the School of In- 
struction at the head of his class and was commissioned 
on June 29, 1 His record as an officer was an 
exceptionally fine one and by his death the Service suffers 
a severe loss. He had recently passed his examination 
for promotion to the grade of second lieutenant and would 
have been commissioned in the near future. Lieutenant 
Kleineberg was one of the most popular men in the Reve- 
nue Cutter Service and his manly, straightforward char- 
acter won him a host of friends who will always cherish 
his memory. At the time of his death Lieutenant Kleine- 
berg was attached to the Perry at Seattle, Wash. 

A despatch from Havana, Cuba, Jan. 12, from Judo, 
Province of Pinar del Rio, says: “Sergeant Tucker, of 
the American Army’s Engineer Corps, and inspector of 
the new road under construction there. committed suicide 
Jan. 2 for some unknown cause.” 

Dr. Nicholas Senn, surgeon, traveler and author of 
medical works and a former chief surgeon of Volunteers 
in the Spanish War, died in Chicago, IIll., Jan. 2, 1908, 
of heart disease after an illness contracted in the high 
altitudes of South America. Dr. Senn’s surgical clinics 
at Rush Medical College were topics for discussion by the 
medical world on account of the unusual number of op- 
erations performed by him. In May, 1898, he became 
chief surgeon of the 6th Army Corps, with the rank of 
lieutenant colonel, U.S. Volunteers, and went to Cuba.

I desire to renew recommendation made in my telegram of 
15th instant from Goldfield that commanding officer, 22d Infan- 
try, now stationed there, be authorized to increase twe com- 
panies of regiment to sixty-five men, each by transfers from re- 
maining seven companies at Goldfield of men having at least 
three months to serve, the companies thus increased to remain 
at Goldfield until War Department directs return to stations. 
Regimental headquarters, machine gun platoon and remaining 
seven companies to return to stations soon as transfers have 
been completed. Many men are now being discharged in 
22d, reducing companies to mere skeletons. Inadvisable to send 
recruits to Goldfield. Facilities for drill and instructions not 
good, and is poor place for men not yet disciplined. Regiment 
should be receiving and training recruits preparatory to service 
in Alaska. Two companies increased to full strength will be 
ample for any contingency likely to arise. Mere presence of a 
detachment, however small, will prevent trouble by fact of its 
presence. Action recommended also in line of economy as 
tents should be floored if troops are to remain longer.

I. The practice of obtaining occasional services from post 
exchanges, post laundries and other quasi public agencies that 
are established and maintained at military posts by the au- 
therity of the War Department, will hereafter be authorized 
only in cases in which services of the same class cannot be as 
conveniently or reasonably obtained elsewhere, and where a 
direct advantage will acerue to the Government from the 
method resorted to. In no case will a post exchange or post 
laundry be permitted to enter into public competition, or to 
submit bids in response to advertisements calling for pro- 
posals for furnishing supplies or services. When accounts are 
submitted for purchase of the kind described above, the vouch- 
ers will contain a full statement of the grounds upon which 
the purchase of supplies or the procurement of services was 
based and will fully set forth all the circumstances of the 
transaction, with a view to enabling the proper bureau of the 
War Department and the accounting officers of the Treasury 
Department to determine whether the purchase was in the 
public interest. Public funds received for such services will 
be taken up in the accounts of the post exchange or post 
laundry and will be accounted for in the manner prescribed for 
such accounting in the Army Regulations. 

II. By direction of the President, Par. III, G.O. 219, W.D.

He 
will render a report as to the serviceability or unserviceability 
of the articles surveyed, and that report, when approved by the 
commanding officer, will be final. All china and glassware found 
to be serviceable will be turned in to the quartermaster for re- 
issue. All china and glassware found to be unserviceable after 
the authorized allowance of five per centum a quarter on account 
of breakage shall have been deducted will be destroyed and the 
money value thereof charged against the officer who is respon- 
sibl for the property.

III. The plotter of each coast artillery range section of mor- 
tar and large caliber gun seacoast batteries will hereafter trace 
on a piece of paper attached to the plotting board the course 
of each target that is “tracked.” These tracings will be pre- 
served and filed in the plotting room for one week, when they 
may be destroyed. f 

In the service of large caliber gun seacoast batteries, the cor- 
rected range of the set forward point, as sent from the plotting 
room to the gun platform, will hereafter be plotted to the rec- 
tilinear axes of time and range on the gun platform, in such 
position and size as to be visible, in so far as practicable, from 
all points of the platform. After plotting each range on its 
appropriate time,line, the time-range plotter will at once join 
this plotted range to the last plotted range with a line and will 
then plot a predicted range on the next time line in advance, on 
the prolongation of the time range line previously drawn. This 
predicted point will be erased as soon as the next corrected 
range has been received from the plotting room and the latter 
will be substituted for it. The process here described will be 
repeated continuously during the time the guns are being served.

COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER. 


G.O. 103, DEC. 26, 1907, DEPT. OF THE EAST. 

Publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. at the Army building, 
New York city, of which Col. Walter Howe, C.A.C., was presi- 
dent, and Capt. Willidm T. Johnston, 15th Cav., A.D.C., was 
judge advocate, for the trial of Capt. A. W. Chase, Art. Corps. 

Charge I was behaving with disrespect towards his C.O., in 
violation of the 20th Article of War. The specification al- 
leged that the accused sent a letter through military channels 
to the adjutant general, Dept. of the East, Governors Island, 
N.Y., dated Fort Howard, Md., Nov. 6, 1907, which was dis- 
respectful to his C.0., and which was referred to in our issue 
of Dec. 21, page 408. 

Charge II. Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of War. 
The specifications alleged that the communication referred to 
under the first charge was insubordinate and in which Cap- 
tain Chase did, without reasonable foundation or excuse, at- 
tribute improper motives to his commanding officer, Lieut. 
Col. Clarence Deems, C.A.C. 

The court found Captain Chase guilty of both charges and 
specifications, and sentenced him ‘‘to be reduced in rank five 
files on the lineal list of captains, Coast Artillery Corps, and to 
be confined to the limits of the station where he may be 
serving for the period of three months.’’ Major General 
Grant, in reviewing the proceedings, says: 

‘‘In the foregoing case of Capt. A. W. Chase, Coast Artil- 
lery Corps, a large portion of the record is composed of ex- 
planations entirely irrelevant to the issue and many repeti- 
tions. Outside of this, leniency on the part of the court, the 
reviewing authority has nothing but commendation for their 
actions. * 

‘‘The full investigation made by this trial of the various 
incidents mentioned in the letter of the accused of Nov. 6, 
1907, as the basis of his request that an inspector be sent to 
Fort Howard, Md., shows that they were all the merest 
trifles such as are liable to arise in any garrison, and of a 
nature that a healthy minded man, after the transactions had 
been completed, would not have thought about a moment. 
Unfortunately the areused erroneously assumed that his post 
commander contemplated formulating charges against him, and 
with a view to forestall such action and to affect the action 
of higher authority thereon, wrote and sent the letter on 
which the charges in this case are based. 

‘After giving a colored version to trifling incidents, he 
proceeded to attribute to his commanding officer, in intemper- 
ate language, the most improper motives. For an officer with- 
out grounds that would appeal to an ordinary reasoning man 
to attack the character and reputation of an officer of what- 
ever rank is highly reprehensible, and when in addition the 
object of the attack is one who by the very existence of mili- 
tary authority is entitled to respect and loyal support, official 
suppression of such action is rendered necessary. 

‘“‘Not only at the time of writing the letter did the ac- 
cused show a captious and vindictive spirit toward his com- 
manding officer, but at the trial his hostile animus was con- 
stantly appearing in his attempts to belittle and discredit 
that officer, not only in reference to the question at issue, but 
on matters not properly before the court; nor were the re- 


_marks of the accused regarding the post adjutant dignified, 


proper or necessary. 

‘For his actions, however, the court has awarded a sen- 
tence that should demonstrate, not only to this officer, but to 
the Service, that military subordination will be maintained, 
and that those who transgress, even when they do so under 
the safeguard of statements of this and that ‘have given me 
the impression,’ or similar reservation, do so at their peril. 

‘‘The sentence of the court is therefore approved. Eleven 
of the twelve members of the court recommended the accused 
to the clemency of the reviewing authority in view of the 
fact that ‘was brought out in evidence, that during the oc- 
currence of the acts in question, and for which the accused 
has been tried, and for some time previous thereto, the ac- 
cused was suffering from certain tropical disease incident 
te the Service and in line of duty which naturally tended to 
render him nervous and irritable.’ 

‘‘Though this sickness may have had some effect on the 
mind and action of the accused, it does not, in the opinion 
of the reviewing authority, excuse his actions, nor does it 
palliate his offenses as much as his record for zealous work 
and efficiency in the discharge of his duties. 

“(Por these reasons the sentence is reduced to the for- 
feiture of three. files on the lineal list of captains of Coast 
Artillery Corps and the confinement to the post is remitted. 

“The sentence as thus modified will be duly executed and 
the record forwarded to the War Department for the necessary 
action.’’

When the battleship fieet sailed from Hampton Roads 
Major Edgar Russel, of the Signal Corps, again accom- 
plished some remarkable work with the telephoto camera. 
Stationed on the roof of the Chamberlin he caught a 
swinging view of the fleet strung out for miles, first with 
the Mayflower passing down through the battleships to 
take her position by the Connecticut, then just as the 
head of the mighty column was making the turn for the 
Capes, and later as the ships were headed out, the Con- 
necticut being fully four miles away. The nearest ship 
in any of the views was at least a mile off shore. With 
such distances it was possible to get the ships in minutest 
detail, making a magnificent picture, which would bear 
enlargement and afford a complete panorama of the fleet. 
The value of such work in time of war can only be esti- 
mated.

my’s strength and position would be attainable and might 
eosily enough in many situations be the means of decid- 
ing the result of battle.

It would have been 
decidedly interesting if the Army could have had a cap- 
tive balloon at Fort Monroe when the fleet went out, to 
put to the test the utmost possibilities of the telephoto 
camera.

President Roosevelt has appointed Capt. John RE. 
Pillsbury, U.S.N., to be Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, and while holding that office he will have the rank 
of rear admiral. Victor H. Metcalf, Secretary of the 
Navy, notified Captain Pillsbury of his appointment on 
Jan. 2. He is known as a popular and efficient officer, 
and was born in Lowell, Mass., Dec. 15, 1846. He en- 
tered the Naval Academy as a midshipman Sept. 22, 
1862, graduating June 6, 1867. At the beginning of the 
Spanish war he was placed in command of the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius, which joined Sampson’s fleet in front 
of Santiago. Subsequent to the close of the war he 
served at the navy yard, Boston, Mass.; was promoted 
to commander from Aug. 10, 1898, and in that grade 
served in command of the U.S.S. Prairie; on duty with 
the General Board, Washington, D.C., and was promoted 
to captain from Nov. 21, 1902, serving in that grade as 
a member of the General Board; as a member of the 
Army and Navy Joint Board, as Assistant to Bureau of 
Navigation from Noy. 30, 1903, to March 28,1905; was 
chief of staff to Rear Admiral Evans, Commander-in- 
Chief of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, from March 31, 1905, 
to June 30, 1907; on duty in Bureau of Navigation from 
June 30, 1907, to Sept. 27, 1907, when detached and as- 
signed to duty as a member of the General Board on 
that date, and as a member of the Army and Navy 
Joint Board on Sept. 28, 1907. He will retire for age 
Dec. 15, 1908, and will assume his new duties on Jan. 6. 
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RESPONSIBILITY ON HOSPITAL SHIPS. 

In presenting his contention that hospital ships of the 
Navy should be placed under the command of medical of- 
ficers, Surgeon General Rixey is in error on one point 
concerning which he should be set straight as a matter of 
fair play to al! nations. He states that during the war 
in the Far East the Japanese naval hospital ships were 
commanded by medical officers after line officers had been 
tried and relieved. This only half tells the real story. 
It is true that Japanese line officers were placed in com- 
mand of hospital ships and subsequently relieved, but that 
was done not because of any dissatisfaction with their 
services, but solely because the Czar of Russia formally 
notified Japan that he would regard the presence of an 
armed guard on board a Japanese ship as deneutralizing 
such vessel. Therefore, to secure Russia’s recognition of 
the neutral character of Japanese hospital ships, the line 
officers were withdrawn, and those vessels were tempo- 
rarily placed under the command of medical officers. We 
say temporarily, for, as we understand the matter, it is 
the practice of Japan to place line officers in command of 
hospital ships, and her ships of that type are now aciually 
under the command of such officers. 

It is not our purpose at this time to pass upon the 
merits of the Surgeon General’s contention, but it sug- 
gests certain questions which invite speculation. A hos- 
pital ship, even though under the command of a medical 
officer, would be, physically, and in matters of tactics and 


strategy, a part of the fleet. Should the commander of 


such a ship be subject to the orders of the fleet commander 
or entirely independent of them? Suppose that after an 
engagement at sea or in the event of an epidemic in the 
fleet the commander of the hospital ship should decide 
to take the sick and wounded to a base hospital, while 
the fleet commander insisted that the hospital ship should 
remain with the fleet—whose authority should be para- 
mount in such an emergency? Happily there is a world- 
wide desire to mitigate the horrors of war and to relieve 
as far as possible the distress of its victims. But war is 
inherently and hideously cruel, and in its operations there 
are crises in which the sufferings of the wounded may be 
and have been temporarily ignored in order to make sure 
of the success for which wars are prosecuted. In such 
a crisis, who should be in supreme authority as to the 
movement of a given vessel, the medical officer in com- 
mand of the hospital ship or the fleet commander upon 
whom the responsibility for defeat must inevitably rest? 

As a matier of fact, hospital ships are quite a recent 
innovation in naval organization, and, apart from the 
vessels used by the Japanese for that purpose, the Solace, 
employed by the United States Navy during the Spanish 
War, and the Maine, used by the British during the Boer 
war, appear to be the only naval hospital ships of which 
there is any distinct record. The Solace, it is worth men- 
tioning, was commanded by an officer of the line, not by 
a medical officer, while the Maine, formerly a merchant 
ship, equipped largely by private contributions from 
Americans, was a Red Cross ship, and was in no sense a 
naval vessel nor in any way conaected with the British 
fleet. Her status was peculiar in that she sailed under 
four flags, the American ensign, the British Union Jack, 
the Red Cross pennant, and the Admiralty burgee. 

One might infer from Surgeon General Rixey's state- 
ment that he believes that the Japanese hospital ships 
were naval vessels for the same purpose and in the same 
sense that the Relief is a ship of the United States Navy. 
Such an inference, however, is unwarranted, the fact being 
that Japan had no navy hospital ships in the strict sense 
of the term. She appears to have had twenty-two army 
hospital ships which, during the operations in front of 
Port Arthur, made frequent trips from Dalney to Ujina— 
a three or four days’ voyage. There were also two Red 
Cross ships, privately equipped, and when these, together 
with the army hospital ships, proved insufficient, other 
transport vessels were placed in service. In connection 
with this subject of navy medical organization and com- 
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mand it is also of. interest to note that the four great navy 
medical establishments of Great Britain on shore at 
Malta, Gibraltar, Hong Kong and Bermuda are all 
ccmmanded by line officers, the first two each by a rear 
admiral, Hong Kong by a commodore, and Bermuda by a 
commander. Subordinate to those commanding officers 
are the medical heads, namely, three medical deputy in- 
spector generals and one fleet surgeon. No hospital ships 
are carried on the British navy list. 

Surgeon General Rixey doubts whether The Hague 
agreement would be sufficient to guarantee the neutrality 
ef hospital ships, in time of war, if they were commanded 
by line officers. It is a fact that the stipulation on this 
point adopted by The Hague Conference of 1899 was 
somewhat vague, but to clear the matter last year’s con- 
ference adopted an entirely new article relating to this 
subject. It is as follows: “New Article 8—The protec- 
tion due to hospital ships and the infirmaries of vessels 
ceases if they are used to commit acts damaging to the 
enemy. The fact that the personnel of these hospital 
ships and infirmaries is armed for the purpose of main- 
taining order and for the defense of the wounded or sick 
is not considered as being of such a nature as to justify 
the withdrawal of the protection, nor is the fact of the 
presence of a wireless telegraph apparatus on board.” 

It is evident from this new article that a hospits! ship 
may carry an armed guard without thereby losing her 
neutral status. But having an armed guard aboard, 
should the ship be commanded by a medical officer or by 
an officer of the line, subject to the orders of the fleet 
commander? It appears that, when the discussion on 
this new article in The Hague Conference arose, Rear 
Admiral Sperry, the American naval representative, had 
already been recalled for other duty in the United States. 
Brig. Gen. George B. Davis, J.A.G., U.S.A., the American 
military representative, therefore spoke in support of the 
measure, and held that kospital ships should be armed 
so as to enable them to guard against piracy. Acts of 
piracy, he contended, might not only be attempted in 
Chinese waters, but such crimes might be committed 
against defenseless ships lying at the docks of New York 
or Hoboken. Outlaws would naturally be readier to loot 
a hospital ship, which they knew to be unprotected, than 
tc attempt similar proceedings on one strongly guarded. 
The new article adopted at The Hague is a direct recog- 
nition of that fact. 

The case presented by Surgeon General Rixey involves 
a vital principle of naval policy and practice. It is to 
be considered wholly apart from its bearing upon the 
interests of individuals and solely with regard for its 
relation to the welfare of the naval service. The con- 
troversy which it has aroused appears to be entirely free 
from acrimony, and we trust it may continue to be. The 
matter in dispute is so important that it cannot be lightly 
dismissed nor determined by off-hand opinions. What is 
needed is light, not heat, and a broad, tolerant considera- 
ticn of the entire subject by all hands, animated by a high 
resolve that the case shall, first of all, have such treat- 
ment as shall insure the continued efficiency of the Navy 
as a whole. 
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AGAIN THE BROWNSVILLE AFFAIR. 


Without regard to the effect it may have upon the in- 
dividual interests immediately concerned, the suit against 
the United States, which has been brought by Oscar W. 
Reid, formerly an enlisted man of the 25th U.S. Infantry, 
appears to be an eminently commendable proceeding. The 
purpose is to obtain from the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States a decision of the question whether the Presi- 
dent did or did not exceed his authority as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Army in dismissing “without honor” three 
companies of the 25th Infantry, accused but not convict- 
ed, of “shooting up” the town of Brownsville on the night 
of Aug. 13, 1906. The suit is in effect an action for debt, 
the plaintiff presenting a claim for $122.26, which rep- 
resents the amount of pay due to him from the date of his 
dismissal to the expiration of his enlistment contract had 
he remained in the Service. 

This action, we repeat, is to be commended, and for 
this reason, that its final adjudication will clear up and 
determine once for all certain controverted points con- 
cerning which there is much confusion in the public mind. 
Senator Foraker, who has so vigorously championed the 
cause of the colored soldiers dismissed by the President, 
contends that the plaintiff could not be legally dismissed 
except on conviction by a tribunal of competent jurisdic- 
tion, and in support of that contention the Senator cites 
the 62d Article of War, which provides that “all crimes 
not capital, and all disorders and neglects which officers 
and men may be guilty of to the prejudice of good order 
and military discipline” are to be dealt with “by a gen- 
eral: or regimental or field officers’ court-martial.” The 
Senator holds that it was not the intent of the framers 
of the Constitution that the President should possess the 
pewer of summary dismissal in the absence of judicial 
proceedings to ascertain the guilt or innocence of the ac- 
cused, and he goes on to argue that if the President is 
vested with such power there is nothing to prevent him 
from dismissing a brigade, a division, a corps or the whole 
Army “without honor.” 

The Senator’s reasoning on this point is plausible and 
interesting, even if not altogether convincing. Yet it 
overlooks the fact that the man who enlists in the Army 
is made clearly to understand upon entering the Service 
that his enlistment contract may be annulled any time at 
the pleasure of the government. In other words, while 
he contracts to serve for a specific period, the government 
does not obligate itself to retain him for that full period, 





but reserves the right to dispense with his services when- 
ever it sees fit. The issue in the Reid case will probably 
turn upon the issue whether the plaintiff has been penal- 
ized for an offense of which he has not been accused by 
name, and of which he has never been convicted by due 
process of law. 'The Secretary of War, more ingeniously 
than ingenuously, has held that the “dismissal without 
honor” order imposed no penalty, but he will hardly deny 
that it did impose a stigma or that it arbitrarily annulled 
a solemn contract between the government and .a large 
number of excellent soldiers of long and untarnished rec- 
ord. There was in that proceeding a moral if not a legal 
penalty and, on the surface, equity if not law would seem 
to entitle the victims to redress. 

We have at no time contended that the discharged sol- 
diers were all innocent of complicity in the Brownsville 
affray. We have simply insisted that their guilt has not 
been demonstrated in a manner that would result in con- 
viction in an impartial court of justice, military or civil. 
Nor have we held with Senator Foraker that the Presi- 
dent was without authority to dismiss the discredited 
battalion. Our sole contention has been and is that it 
was a drastic, arbitrary and harsh exercise of authority, 
resulting as it has resulted in undeserved hardship to at 
least a portion of the men at whom it was aimed. The 
offer—whether made officially or unofficially—to re-enlist 
members of the discredited battalion who come forward 
and prove that they were not guilty of taking part in the 
shooting at Brownsville, is a cheap subterfuge. It is an 
invitation to prove a negative. It signifies also, either an 
acknowledgment in official quarters that some of the men 
may perhaps be innocent or a positive belief that they are 
all guilty beyond peradventure of doubt. On either hy- 
pothesis the sensible, just, manly thing would have been 
to summon the accused before a court-martial in the first 
place. That was and is our sole contention. 
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From some source the statement has been made that 
members of the House of Representatives are being mis- 
led by incorrect statements as to the depletion of the 
Army appearing in official reports, the purpose being to 
show that there is no necessity for increasing the pay 
of officers or men. The statement is made that the 
Army is at this time far from depletion, and in fact has 
a greater actual strength than at any time since 1902. 
The following figures, taken from the annual reports of 
the Adjutant General of the Army, show the actual 
strength of the Army on June 30 of each of the years 
named: 1902, 71,990; 1903, 59,887; 1904, 60,514; 1905, 
57,483; 1906, 58,915; 1907, 54,315. As a matter of fact 
the authorized strength of the Army at this time is, ex- 
clusive of the Hospital Corps, 63,412, while the actual 
strength is 43,234, which means that there is a shortage 
of 20,178 men. An officer of the Coast Artillery Corps 
stationed at Fort Preble, related recently while on a 
visit to Washington an amusing experience that goes to 
show why the Army is continually being depleted. He 
had a bright class of young men taking the course in 
submarine defense, and he conceived that it would be a 
good demonstration in teaching them electricity to take 
a telephone to pieces before them and show them how to 
put it together. This he did greatly to their interest, 
and then the student soldiers themselves took telephone 
instruments to pieces and put them together again and 
made them work all right. At the end of the week in 
which this fine work was done by. the class three men 
bought their discharge and entered the employ of the 
local telephone company at $75 a month, where before 
the men were getting $18. The boys had told what they 
could do and had actually taken telephones to pieces and 
put them together before the telephone manager to prove 
their fitness for employment. The Army is educating 
thousands of capable young men every year and enabling 
them to fill good places in civilian employment. This is 
one of the reasons why it is Hard to keep the Army up 
to its authorized strength.

A special board has been appointed, consisting of Ma- 
jor General Duvall, Brigadier General Edgerly and Colo- 
nel Wotherspoon, to visit and report on the comparative 
advantages of three target range sites intended for the use 
of the rifle competitions to be held in the Department of 
the East. The places are High Point, Fairfax County, 
Va.; Falls Church, Va., and Knoxville, Frederick County, 
Md. These places, as well as many others, have all been 
examined by the board of officers appointed by Major 
General Grant, and from all that were visited the three 
named have been chosen as the final competitors. The 
Falls Church site is a fine one, within easy trolley reach 
of Washington and about four miles from Fort Myer, 
where for the first few years in the absence of buildings 
on the range officers detailed to work in the competitions 
would be able to find accommodations. The trouble with 
the greater number of places offered as sites has been 
that they were entirely too small. The range which is to 
be established is for Field Artillery, as well as small 
arms, and none of the tracts except the three named have 
afforded a mile distance for range. No site will be taken 
which does not afford at least seven thousand yards.

General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, is taking steps to 
ascertain in time for the meeting of the National Guard 
Association in Boston Jan. 8 whether or not it will be 
possible to furnish the new Springfield rifle to the entire 
Army and the National Guard. The matter all depends 
on the progress of work at the Springfield and Rock Isl- 
and Arsenals. The number of rifles required is practical- 


ly 200,000. *° Thus far sixteen thousand rifles have been 
furnished to the Army in the Philippines and the Philip- 
pine Scouts and six thousand to the army in Cuba. If it 
were a question of making the entire rifle it would not be 
possible to reach the National Guard this year or even 
supply the Army. The latest reports from the arsenals 
are very encouraging and it seems not improbable that the 
estimate made some months ago, that with an output of 
one thousand five hundred rifles a day the number re- 
quired could be completed by the end of next April, was 
correct.

The Quartermaster’s Department during the past 
week finished the distribution of badges for service in 
the Spanish war and the Philippine campaigns to all 
officers stationed in and near Washington. This distri- 
bution did not include retired officers, and in this con- 
nection it is announced that all retired officers who are 
entitled to badges for service in any of the campaigns for 
which Congress authorized such recognition and were in 
the Service Jan. 11, 1905, when the act was approved, 
should send their names to the Adjutant General. The 
lists that have been made out and from which the dis- 
tribution is now proceeding contains only names of offi- 
cers and men who are on the active list. The distribu- 
tion will now be continued to all officers in the Service 
according to rank. 
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The most important fortification question now before 
the War Department is whether or not Subig Bay shall 
be made a strong naval base and additional fortifications 
placed there. The General Board of the Navy is in fa- 
vor of establishing a naval station there, but this is 
strongly opposed by Army officers who have served in the 
Philippines on the ground that an army of at least 
100,000 men would be required to hold the fortifications 
at Subig Bay. While in the Philippines Secretary Taft 
made a_personal inspection of the site of the proposed for- 
tifications at Subig Bay and he will make a report on his 
observations to the President.

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The new fortification board for the Philippines will con- 
sist of Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Col. S. C. Mills, Major 
Herbert Deakyne, Major C. B. Wheeler, Major Samuel 
Reber and Capt. George H. Howell. This board was de- 
cided on by General Wood and Secretary Taft while the 
latter was in Manila. The board will take up the subject 
of fortifications at onee. It will not take jurisdiction of 
the Subig-Cavite controversy. 


Col. Medoram Crawford, Coast Art., U.S.A., has been 
appointed a brigadier general of the Line, to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the retirement of Gen. Charles S. Smith. 
Colonel Crawford reached his present grade in January 
last, and is the ninth on the list of Coast Artillery colo- 
nels and eighty-eighth in lineal rank. He was born in 
Oregon and was appointed from that state to the Military 
Academy in 1868. His last duty was as commandant at 
Fort Wadsworth, from which he was relieved Oct. 23 and 
given leave to Jan. 27, the date of his retirement. 
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The commarding officer of the Springfield Armory, 
Mass., has been directed upon completion of the shipment 
to the San Antonio Afsenal of the arms for the equip- 
ment of troops in the Department of Texas to make issues 
of the U.S. mazsazine rifles, caliber .30, model of 1903, 
chambered for 1906 ammunition, and bayonets with new 
design bayonet catches, direct to the several organiza- 
ticns stationed in the Department of the Gulf, including 
the companies of Coast Artillery. The object of the De- 
partment is to make issue of these new arms in such a 
manner as to insure their receipt by the troops in the sev- 
eral departments in time for the various target practice 
seasons of 1908.

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Senator Hale, chairman of the Senate Committee of 
Naval Affairs, has taken occasion to deny the report that 
he would introduce a resolution calling upon the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for the facts bearing upon the recent 
retirement of Rear Admiral Brownson from the office of 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. He said that he had 
accomplished all that he desired by the interview recent- 
ly given out by him expressing his commendation of the 
Admiral’s stand, and that he did not desire to stir up the 
Navy by an investigation. 
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The Senate has printed as Document No. 115 the re- 
ports made in September, October and November, 1906, 
by the boards appointed in the previous August to inquire 
into the proper organization of the several staff corps of 
the Navy. They contain much interesting information 
and valuable suggestions on this subject, of which we 
shall have occasion to make use when the matter comes 
before Congress. Until then they have only an academic 
interest. 
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Brig. Gen. George F. Elliott commandant of the Marine 
Corps, on Dec. 28 announced that for the first time in 
many months the Marine Corps is now up to its full com- 
plement of 8,700 enlisted men. General Elliott reports 
that not only has he secured all the men he wants and 
withdrawn from the newspapers advertisements calling 
for recruits, but he is now in a position to pick his men 
when there is need for further recruitment. Of course, 
the reason assigned for that state of affairs is the de- 
pressed condition of industries. 
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THE NEW SECOND LIEUTENANTS. 


Altogether forty of the candidates for appointment as 
second lieutenants in the Army, not graduates of the 
Military Academy, have successfully passed the com- 
petitive examination, and are qualified for appointment. 
The fourteen chosen from the enlisted men of the Army 
are:

Va.; Fred P. Jacobs, Denver, Colo.; Walter Greacan, 
New York, reported this week, and the following pre- 
viously reported: Perry M. Gallup, George M. Peek, 
William P. Wilson, Charles L. Williams, Alexander J.

In this list of new lieutenants appears the name of 
Jubal A. Early, a grandson of the noted Confederate 
general, whose namesake the young man is. There ap- 
pears also a representative of the Capron family which 
has for generation after generation had its place in the 
Army. Lieutenant Capron is a son of Major Allyn 
Capron, who died at Fort Myer in consequence of ex- 
posure in the campaign in Cuba, and a brother of Capt. 
Allyn Capron, who was killed in the Santiago campaign. 
Dean Hall, a graduate of Harvard, is a son of Col. John 
D. Hall, retired. Lieutenant Ruhlen is a son of Col. 
George Ruhlen, of the Quartermaster’s Department. 
Gallup is from St. John’s Military Academy, New York. 
Charles P. George is a son of Major George, retired, 
formerly of the 16th Infantry. Towns and Eglin were 
Virginia Military Institute men. The latter was com- 
mandant of cadets there for a_time, and recently has 
been commandant of cadets at Wentworth Military In- 
stitute, Lexington, Mo. Cary I. Crockett has served for 
nine years as an officer in the Philippine Scouts, after 
having served in Cuba. He was severely wounded in 
one of the earlier campaigns in the Philippines, and a 
brother of his was killed in one of the hot fights in 
Batangas. Another brother served several years in the 
Army and resigned two years ago. Lieutenant Vose is 
a son of the late General Vose, of the Artillery. Wilson 
is from Michigan Agricultural College, and is a mechani- 
cal engineer by profession. Lieutenant Stuart comes 
from Detroit, and is a chemist. Thomas D. Sloane is a 
graduate of Harvard. Junius Pierce is a newspaper 
man. Lieutenant Taylor is a civil engineer. _ John N 
Greeley is a Yale graduate. Lieutenant Hollingsworth 
has been a lieutenant in the Philippine Scouts. ~The 
addition of the names of Hglin, Jacobs and Greacan to 
the list after it had been made up occasioned some com- 
ment. It appears that in the examination this year 
among the subjects required were optics and electricity. 
After the examination and the papers were forwarded to 
the General Staff at Washington an order was framed 
cutting out optics and electricity from the studies to 
be required in future examinations | of eandidates for 
second lieutenants. When Secretary Taft went over the 
eases he was attracted: by the excellent record of Lieu- 
tenant Crocker, and he decided to waive in his case the 
requirements as to the two studies named. Then . eare- 
ful list was made of all the candidates who failed 
pass the examination, and in doing so it was recaps os 
that the three men, Eglin, Jacobs and Greacan, wou 
have passed if they had not been required to be ——— 
in optics and.electricity, so they were given the bene 
of the new order. 





DECISIONS OF THE COURT OF CLAIMS. 


CASE OF SURGEON CLOUD. 

Few pay cases of officers of the Army and Navy have 
had a longer or more eventful history before the Court of 
Claims than that of Lieut. Marshall M. Cloud, assistant 
surgeon, U.S.A., retired. He was, while assistant surgeon 
with the rank of first lieutenant, retired March 25, 1902, 
for physical disability incurred in the line of duty Sh 
war with Spain. The order retiring him said nothing 
about grade on the retired list and he has been carried on 
the Army Register and paid as in the rank of first lieu- 
tenant only, ever since the date of his retirement. | 

His petition was filed with the Court of Claims on 
Aug. 2 following his retirement in 1902, claiming that he 
should have been retired as in the next higher grade, cap- 
tain, under the provision of the Act of Oct. 1, 1890, pro- 
viding that, on the failure of an officer to pass his phys- 
ical examination when examined for promotion, he should 
be retired with the rank to which his Seniority entitled 
him to be promoted; the Act of July 27, 1892, specially 
providing that before receiving the rank of captain of 
Cavalry, assistant surgecns shall be examined under the 
Act of 1890 and G.O. No. 41 of 1897, providing that the 
proceedings before retiring boards shall be similar to those 
governing examinations for promotion as regards retire- 
ment for physical disability incurred in the Service. 

The preliminary objection was made by the Assistant 
Attorney General that the court could not put an officer 
of the Army or Navy into a grade to which he had not 
been promoted by the appointing power even though he 
might have been entitled to his promotion, a point which 
has been many times decided with reference to officers on 
the active list. The court decided adversely to the claim 
March 7, 1904, giving no reason. A motion for new trial 
was submitted by Lieutenant Cloud’s counsel, Messrs. 
George A. and William B. King, to the court on Nov. 
15, 1904. On Dec. 5, 1904, the court ordered a re-argu- 
ment. This took place on Jan. 21, 1907, and now, nearly 
a year later, the court, in an elaborate opinion by Judge 
Howry. has decided in favor of the claim. The court, 
after distinguishing between office, which can be held only 
by a regular appointment, and commission and rank, 
which may be conferred directly by legislation requiring 
no action of the appointing power, concludes : 

“It seems to the court upon careful review of all the 
questions that the finding of the retiring board is the 
necessary equivalent of the only finding that could have 
heen made by the board of promotion. The first and only 
thing that the board of promotion could have done, had 


the officer appeared in person before it, would have been 
to direct the officer to go before the retiring’ board and 
thus procure the necessary certificate of physical eligi- 
bility which in itself was the thing entitling him to be 
examined for promotion or to retirement in the senior 
rank if not qualified physically. Though the assistant 
surgeon was never commissioned in the rank of captain, a 
hew commission was unnecessary on promotion in rank. 
The reason for this grows out of the difference between 
office and rank and pay, as heretofore explained. Rank, 
as well as pay of retired officers, we have seen, is entirely 
within the control of Congress. By way of further illus- 
tration of the consequences of this control and the techni- 
calities affecting grades and pay, a medical director may 
have the relative rank of captain, impossible of promo- 
tion, however, to a higher place in the medical corps, but 
he may have a higher rank conferred upon him than that 
of captain and obtain the pay of the rank (22 Opin. of 
Attorneys General, 433). The argument that the War 
Office did not look with favor upon the retirement of offi- 
cers who served so briefly as this officer is beside the le- 
gal aspect of the matter and ought not to influence the re- 
sult. The Act of 1890, defining the rights of promotion, 
provided retirement with the rank to which his seniority 
entitled the officer, and gave the officer the rank of captain 
of Cavalry when, under the provisions of the Act of 1890, 
he was an assistant surgeon examined by the retiring 
board, which was a preliminary essential in the machinery 
in determining the status of the officer. The’system of 
examination provided was designed to determine fitness 
for promotion. ‘The advancement of assistant surgeons 
to the rank and pay of captains on the retired list was 
cetermined not by their fitness for promotion, but by their 
term of five years’ service. When incapacitated by rea- 
son of physical disability, they were necessarily retired 
by operation of law in that rank to which the officer's 
seniority entitled him to be promoted if the physical disa- 
bility was contracted in line of duty.” 


NAVY PERSONNEL—PROFESSORS AT ANNAPOLIS. 


In the case of Comdr. Harry Mch. P. Huse, U.S.N., 
the Court of Claims has decided adversely to his claim for 
higher pay while head of the Department of Modern Lan- 
guages at Annapolis between 1899 and 1904. Section 
1336, Revised Statutes, provides that professors at the 
Military Academy whose service as professor at the Acad- 
emy exceeds ten years shall have the pay and allowances 
of colonel, and all other professors shall have the pay and 
allowances of lieutenant colonel. It was claimed that by 
virtue of the Navy Personnel Act this statute entitled all 
line officers of the Navy doing duty as’professors at An- 
napolis to the rank and pay of commander during their 
first ten years of service there, and of captain afterwards. 
The court holds, however, that as a professor at the 
Military Academy holds an independent office and is not 
a line officer detailed for such service, so, therefore, there 
can be no analogy between that office and the case of a 
line officer of the Navy detailed for duty as professor at 
the Naval Academy. 

The court, however, allows Commander Huse a small 
item for additional pay for exercising a higher command 
than that pertaining to his grade while in command of 
the Villalobos in March, 1901, under the act allowing in- 
creased pay to officers of the Army for exercising a com- 
mand higher than that appropriate ‘to their grade in time 
of war, as applied to the Navy by the Personnel Act. 

PAY FOR EXERCISING HIGHER COMMAND. 


The Court of Claims has just rendered a decision in the 
case of Lieut. Thacker V. Walker, late of the First Dis- 
trict of Columbia Volunteers, overruling the contention 
made by the government on the authority of the decision 
of the supreme Court in the case of Donn C. Mitchell, 
that the difference between the pay of a first lieutenant 
and captain which Lieutenant Walker had received should 
be set off against any judgment which might be rendered 
in his favor on account of extra pay. The ground given 
by the court for overruling this defense of the government 
was that in the case of Mitchell the claimant had succeed- 
ed to the command of his own company by seniority, on 
account of the absence of captain and first lieutenant, but 
in the Walker case he had been assigned to the commands 
of a company other than his own, and that he could not 
have exercised that command except by virtue of an or- 
der which placed him in command. George A. and Wil- 
liam B. King appeared for Lieutenant Walker. This de- 
cision will be of interest to some officers in the Service 
who were assigned to command of units other than their 
own. 





THE FORAKER BILL, S. 2218. 
To THE EpiTor or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I would respectfully request your consideration of the 
accompanying draft of a proposed bill for the benefit of 
a few old Army officers whose names appear at the bot- 
tom of the enclosed list. This list, it will be observed, 
contains the names of 138 officers, 115 of whom are gen- 
eral officers, and the remaining 23, who have not been 
ecually rewarded, are field officers. These 138 officers 
stand alone in length of service. Their services have not 
been unlike, participating in campaign after campaign, 
and battle after battle, until retired for age, or after 40 
years’ service. 

At the close of the Civil War 3,036 officers who had 
participated in the war, held commissions in the Regular 
Army. These 138 officers, together with the eighteen still 
on the active list, who saw shorter service at the close of 
the war, are the only officers of long service of the 3,036 
officers now living. Nine of the eighteen officers yet upon 
the active list are general officers, and the remaining 
nine wiil become such on retirement, as provided for by 
the Act of April 23, 1904, leaving the twenty-three field 
officers, with greater service, without this distinguished 
honor. Nine of these field officers entered the Army be- 
fore the Civil War, and all the others at the beginning 
and during 1861, and have served until retired for age, 
or after forty years’ service. 

The causes that have operated to prevent the promotion 
of these twenty-three field officers to the grade reached by 
their comrades are found without exception in: First. 
The one-time system of regimental promotion, that pre- 
vailed in the line of the Army previous to Oct. 1, 1890. 
Second. The suspension of promotion under the Act of 
March 3, 1869, and third, in the compulsory retirement 
of these officers at the age of 64, as required by law, upon 
the eve of their promotion. 

In considering the causes, it may he observed that the 
one-time system of regimental promotion often carried 
juniors to senior places, on the plea that “the regiment is 
the family.” The Act of 1869 reduced the Army by re- 
ducing the number of regiments, and the regimental sys- 
tem of promotion still prevailing, the officers who were 
ranked out were debarred from promotion until again as- 
signed to regiments. The twenty-three officers whose av- 
erage now exceeds 71 years, and whose entire service in 
the Army covers periods ranging from 45 to 51 years, 


passed from the active to the retired list by the opera- 
tion of law upon the eve of their promotion. It seems 
but just and right to them that their long service on the 
active list, extending in each case beyond the life of a 
generation, should receive the same recognition as has 
the service of their comradés. In the natural course of 
events, it cannot be long until the last survivor of the 
most eventful period in the history of our country shall 
have passed away. 

In view of these facts, they now earnestly request the 
additional honor of the advanced grade of brigadier gen- 
eral on the retired list, as a partial compensation for the 
deferred honor which they respectfully submit is justly 
dve them.

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THE DICK-CAPRON PAY. BILL. 


Much has been written as to the increase of salaries 
and wages of civilians in recent years to correspond with 
the increased cost of living, ete., but for a direct bearing 
on the proposed increase for the Army and Navy the fol- 
lowing table showing a few of the increases in the salaries 
of government officials since 1870, will prove interesting. 

The items are taken from a table compiled at the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Capron and show that in all the different de- 
partments of the government salaries have been increased 
and that Congress has constantly been cognizant of the 
fact that its servants are underpaid. I have omitted from 
the table Senators and Members, who know full well the 
necessities for increases in civil life and can appreciate 
the fact that in their own cases it was none too great. 

The sentiment of the whole country as heralded by the 
press seems in favor of the Dick-Capron bill, which car- 
ries a most modest increase when compared with those 
already made. All that military and naval officers desire 
is enough to meet the demands upon them and to live in 
a manner befitting their positions, without the constant 
self-denial and excessive economy now necessary to make 
both ends meet. An officer should devote his best thought 
and efforts to his profession and not to questions as to 
how he can best satisfy or put off his creditors, and the 
good of the Service and best interests of the government 
demand that this be made possible.

There have been many other increases, all of 
have been considered by Congress and the country as 
proper and necessary for the proper administration of the 
offices and to enable the occupants to perform their duties 
in a proper manner without the devotion of time to the 
manner in which they will meet their financial obliga- 
tions at the end of each month. The average increase is 
twenty-one per cent. 


NEEDS OF THE COAST DEFENSE. 


Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Artillery, U.S.A., 
who reviewed the 13th Regiment of New York National 
Guard in its armory in Brooklyn on Dec. 27, following 
the conclusion of the military ceremonies, gave some 
interesting figures concerning the need of trained men to 
man the coast defenses of the country. General Murray 
said: 

“To man all the coast defenses of the country 55,000 
men are needed, of which 48,000 are for service within 
the United States proper. Of these 48,000 5,000 are 
reeded for mine details and the remainder of 43,000 for 
nanning the guns. The authorized strength of the Coast 
Artillery to-day is 19,000, of which 5,000 are used for 
mine details. This leaves approximately thirty-three per 
cent. of the number needed in actual service. : 

“During the past few years the Government has paid 
a great deal of attention to the material of the Coast 
Artillery, but very little to the personnel. The vast 
sum of $80,000,000 has recently been spent in strength- 
ening our coast line fortifications, and before our plans 
are all carried out the Government will have spent some- 
thing like $130,000,000 

“Under a form of government like ours we cannot hope 
to secure for the Regular Army establishment the full 
quota of men needed to take care of and man this $130,- 
000,000 worth of equipment, and we must perforce fall 
back upon the National Guard. Our plan is to secure at 
least one-half of the manning detail from the National 
Guard. That is, we must have approximately 20,000 
men in the National Guard available for our coast line 
defenses. And in addition to this we must rely almost 
entirely upon the National Guard for the defense of the 
land side of these defenses, and that means that 40,000 
additional men must be available from the ranks of the 
National Guard to aid the Regular troops in times of 
national peril to defend our coast line alone. 

“Since the Coast Artillery branch of the Service has 
been separated from the other branches of the Service 
we have made some progress in training the militia in 
ecast defense tactics. Beginning with Massachusetts, we 
converted two regiments into Coast Artillery organizations. 
In Rhode Island we obtained sixteen companies; in Con- 
necticut, fourteen companies. In New York we have the 
18th Regiment of Brooklyn, and in South Carolina we 
have two regiments. We have done missionary work in 
the other States as well, and we hope before long to in- 
crease the militia force in the Coast Artillery manyfold. 

“After ali, it is merely a matter of education, and I 
desire here to thank the officers and men of the 18th 
Regiment for what they are doing to educate the people 
as to the needs of coast defense. We hope to become 





crganized in such a way as to please everyone, and yet 
maintain an effective fighting force ready to_rush to the 
defense of the country in time of war.” 

Col. David E. Austen, who commands the 13th Regi- 
ment, at the conclusion of the General’s remarks, said 
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that he was too modest in his demands for men and had 
not made them strong enough. ‘Unless the Government 
desires us to sit up all night and all day we shall need 
double the number of men mentioned by General Murray,’ 
he said, “for we should have at least one relief.”

VOYAGE OF THE ATLANTIC FLEET. 


After a most enjoyable stay at Port of Spain, Trinidad, 
the Atlantic battleship fleet, under Rear Admiral Evans, 
weighed anchor at four p.m., Dec. 29, and started on the 
second Ieg of its voyage, which will be 2,800 knots, to 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, where it is due, according to the 
itinerary, on Jan. 11. 

The tender Yankton and the Panther took a start on 
the fleet, and left on Dec. 27 for Rio, in order to be there 
con time. ‘The collier Hannibal left Port of Spain, Dec. 
27, for Pensacola, whence she will tow the gunboat Ma- 
chias to New York. ‘The collier Leonidas left the same 
day for Hampton Roads, both vessels carrying mail. The 
collier Fortuna sailed from Port of Spain, Dec. 30, for 
Hampton Roads. 

The newspapers at Port of Spain and the residents are 
unsparing in their praise of the exemplary behavior of the 
inven while ashore, and the papers compliment Admiral 
Evans in the warmest terms, expressing to him and his 
men the best wishes of the people of Trinidad and the 
hope that they will soon return. There have been be- 
tween 1,500 and 1,600 men permitted ashore daily from 
the fleet, but they have not shown any serious breach of 
decorum. Mr. Swain, the chief of the local constabulary, 
has written a letter to Rear Admiral Evans, in which he 
says that the American sailors who were ashore during 
the stay of the fleet were the best behaved of any that 
have ever visited the port. 

Rear Admiral Evans, on the night of Dec. 28, signalled 
the fleet as follows: ‘The Commander-in-Chief takes 
pleasure in communicating to the officers and men of the 
fleet the following extract of a letter from the Governor 
of Trinidad: ‘I ask to be allowed to offer my congratula- 





_ tions on the irreproachable behavior of your men on leave. 


A residence of years at Gibraltar, a rendezvous of the 
fleets of the world, has given me much experience with 
Jack ashore. I can assert that your men established 
a record hard to equal and impossible to beat.’ Rear 
Admiral Evans wishes to express his gratification that 
the conduct of the men was such as to merit commenda- 
tien.” 

The run from Trinidad to Rio is the second longest of 
the cruise. The longest stretch is from Callao to Magda- 
lena Bay, 3,012 miles. It is probable the fleet may arrive 
at Rio a little ahead of its schedule, as it did at Trini- 
dad. It will remain at Rio until Jan. 21, after the men 
have had shore leave and the vessels have coaled. At 
Rio first mail from the United States will be received, a 
special steamer bringing all mail matter which has been 
sent to New York in care of the postmaster on or before 
Jan. 4. Preparations for the reception of the officers and 
men are now complete. President Penna will entertain 
al! the rear admirals, some of the other officers and Irving 
B. Dudley, the American Ambassador, at a dinner to be 
given at the Presidential Palace, in Petropolis. The Min- 
ister of Marine will invite the rear admirals, the ship 
commanders and other officers to a “promenade Junch™* 
on Corcovado Mountain, two miles from Rio de Janeiro, 
while the Naval Club will offer a similar entertainment 
at Tijuca Park. A banquet of six hundred covers will 
be given in the Monroe Pavilion by the Minister of 
T’oreign Affairs, Baron de Rio Branco. On this occasion 
Dr. Ruy Barbosa, President of the Senate, will deliver 
a speech of welcome. On Jan. 13 Mr. Dudley will give 
a reception in honor of the American officers at his resi- 
dence in Petropclis. Forty rooms in the best hotel at 
Petropolis already have been reserved for the use of the 
American visitors. 

The stay at Trinidad was successful from ail naval 
standards. The coaling was rapid, all first-class conduct 
men got liberty, and the officers received large entertain- 
ment ashore. Twenty thousand picture postal cards have 
been sold there. The fleet surgeon reports an extraordi- 
narily small proportion of sickness. In a coal passing 
race on Dec. 27 between the Vermont and the Virginia, 
the men striving to see which could get the most coal on 
board in the shortest time, the Virginia’s men won. 
Father Neptune will initiate an army of recruits when 
the vessels cross the line, and great preparations have 
been made for the event. 

At a dinner given by Sir Henry Moore Jackson, the 
Governor of Trinidad, on Dec. 27, in honor of Rear Ad- 
miral Evans, toasts to King Edward, President Roose- 
velt, “Prosperity” and the United States were offered by 
the British Governor. There were no speeches, and the 
dinner was greatly enjoyed. When the fleet weighed an- 
chor at T'rinidad hundreds of small craft, including 
launches and steam yachts, were present, the merry par- 
ties aboard shouting farewells to the departing visitors. 
Thousands of residents climbed the surrounding hills to 
see the ships as they moved outward, while boatloads of 
persons went to the small islands in the Gulf and othe s 
to the floating dock to catch the last glimpse of the fleet. 
It presented a fine appearance as it steamed out in four 
columns, the supplyships following, a distance of four 
hundred yards separating one. division from another. 
With the Connecticut in the lead the battleships steamed 
through the Grand Boca and thence along the northern 
coast of Trinidad. 

The collier Caesar arrived at Rio de Janeiro Dec. 29 
with coal for the fleet. The second torpedoboat flotilla 
arrived at Para. Brazil, Dec. 31, after a very rough voy- 
age from Trinidad of 1,050 knots, and five days behind 
the schedule. There were heavy head seas, which caused 
lively pitching, which made the voyage very uncomfort- 
able. Midshipmen Frank H. Roberts, of the destroyer 
Hopkins, fell down and broke his leg on Dec. 30, but oth- 
erwise no casualties were reported, and there were no 
hreakdowns. 

Father Neptune boarded the vessels in state on Dec. 30, 
when the flotilla “crossed the line,” and found plenty of 
recruits to initiate, and there was plenty of fun. Bounti- 
ful Christmas dinners were enjoyed at sea. 

The Arethusa, with supplies of provisions and water, 
and the Stirling, with coal, were awaiting the flotilla at 
Tara. The crews are all well. The flotilla was sched- 
uled to depart for Pernambuco on Jan. 3. It is a run of 
1,150 knots.

tear Admiral Edwin C. Pendleton, U.S.N., command- 
ant of the League Island Navy Yard, when questioned on 
Jan. 1 by a representative of the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger, as to the report that he would probably be ap- 
rointed Chief of the Bureau of Navigation of the Navy 
Department, replied: “Ail nonsense! These are dull times 
in Washington «nd gossip helps to pass the time. First 
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they mention one and then another, while as a matter of 
fact the President alone knows and others will find out 
when he sends in the name. I certainly have uot the 
remotest idea that the assignment will fall to me. The 
work is hard and confining, and while there might be a 
few who would seek the appointment, a great many others 
would dodge it if they could.” 





A BRITISH OPINION OF EVANS’S FLEET. 


It may comfort those who are disturbed by current 
criticisms upon the vessels of our Navy to refer back to 
what was said on this subject by a British expert, Mr. 
Archibald §. Hurd, in an article appearing in Cassier’s 
Magazine for October, 1907. In introducing Mr. Hurd’s 
article the editor of Cassier’s says: “It is well known 
that a proper perspective may be obtained, and it has 
been fully recognized that for a proper critical view of 
such a subject as that treated by Mr. Hurd, a judicial 


opinion can best be formed by an expert who is free from 
local prejudices and impressions. Mr. Hurd’s familiarity 
with naval conditions in Europe and America renders 
him especially well qualified to discuss the strength and 
weakness of the American Navy, and his views will be 
read with much interest.’ 

In the course of his long article, Mr. Hurd says: “By 
every test to which a navy can be subjected, except that 
of actual warfare, the American Navy to-day ranks un- 
questionably as the second greatest naval force in the 
world. In the development of sea power there is no par- 
allel to the expansion of the American Navy which has 
taken place during the past twenty-five years, and more 
particularly in the last decade. Practically down to the 
(ime of the war with Spain the Navy of the United States 
ranked as one of the smallest in the world. * * * The 
American people are compelled by the economic condi- 
tions which prevail in the United States to buy their sea 
power in the most expensive market. The expenditure, 
on the other hand, has been on such a lavish seale in con- 
trast to the appropriations, even as lately as ten years 
ago, as to place the American fleet next to that of Great 
Britain. * * * ‘The progress which is being made in 
adding to the material of the American fleet is ample as- 
surance that this national naval force will not merely 
maintain its present position, but will continue in the 
next few years to still further out-distance the navies of 
France and Germany. ‘The standing of the fleet of the 
United States in first-class battleships in contrast with 
the other great navies’ of the world three years hence, 
when the vessels now under construction are completed, 
is shown by the table which follows.” j 

Mr. Hurd contrasts the restrictions placed on naval 
shipbuilding with the free hand given to naval construc- 
tors in Great Britain, where the Board of Admiralty 1s 
supreme, with the result that as the work of design and 
construction proceeds all the details are made almost im- 
perceptibly to dovetail into one another without loss of 
time or waste of effort. 

He says: “It may be also that the American Navy 
suffers somewhat from its virtues. The technical officers 
of the American Navy are above all things enterprising 
and are continually reaching out for the latest develop- 
ments in mechanical equipment for war; they are ambi- 
tious to make progress, and this very spirit has in the 
past frequently led to vital changes in design after ships 
have been laid down, and thus contributed to slowness of 
construction, besides embarrassing shipbuilders and add- 
ing to the cost. As a general principle in the British ser- 
vice vital alterations, once the type or the class has been 
designed, are seldom permitted.” 

Mr. Hurd describes Admiral Evans’s command as “the 
finest battle squadron to be found in any of the world’s 
ravies—more powerful in battleships than the German 
High-Sea Fleet and comparing not unfavorably with the 
British Channel Fleet of fourteen battleships. He says: 
“The Atlantic Fleet as it is now constructed—and it will 
be more powerful next year—is one to fill the American 
people with pride. There is no more powerful command 
in any fleet in the world than this of Admiral Evans. It 
is complete in all the several arms, though, according to 
Kuropean standards of strength, it is unduly weak in 
modern torpedo craft.” 

Mr. Hurd further says: “The ships, in fact, are ships 
of war, and in examining the standing of the Navy in 
vessels of various types, no reservations have to be made 
as in the case of some European fleets whose men-of-war 
appear more formidable on paper than they will, or can, 
ever show themselves to be in war.” Of the New Jersey 
type, he tells us that “they are as fine ships of their date 
for offense and defense as are to be found in any navy in 
the world.” ‘In two or three years,” he adds, “the head 
and front of the American fleet will consist of eight of the 
finest battleships to be found in any fleet.” 
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ENGLISH VIEW OF THE CRUISE. 


Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge, former Director of the 
Intelligence Department of the British navy, who is one 
of the world’s foremost naval experts, regards the cruise 
of the American battleship fleet from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific as a most commendable undertaking. In an in- 
terview with the London correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger, he is quoted as follows: 

Comparatively speaking, America’s Navy never has had any 
long-distance cruise, and I view the present voyage of your 
battleship fleet to the Pacific as one from which benefits of 
incaleulable value should be derived. Critics of this latest 
American naval project should bear in mind that though the 
American Navy is second in the world in point of strength, it 
has had far less practice in solving the one hundred and one 
minor difficulties that such a cruise entails than several of 
the world’s smaller navies. Germany, France and even Italy 
have had far more experience in foreign waters with large 
fleets than America. The experience which the American 
Navy Department will obtain in arranging for coaling the 
present cruise alone will, in my opinion, be of vast importance. 
Calculations for coal supplies and the time they will last for 
such a fleet can be made to a certainty only by persons who 
have had experience. 

From the naval point of view, the art of keeping a fleet 
such as yours in proper formation may be acquired only by 
practice in the open sea, although the problem of navigation 
is always, of course, the prime consideration. Personally, I 
do not think that Admiral Evans and his officers will have 
any difficulty. The Straits of Magellan are now so thoroughly 
navigated that there is little danger to experienced navigators 
in those waters, and ships properly navigated are aimost cer- 
tain of getting safely through. One steamship company has 
been running a line of ships through the Straits regularly for 
twenty-five years and has had no trouble there. I took ships 
through the Straits fifty years ago, when they were considered 
among the most dangerous waters in the world. We had to 
take three reefs in our sails and anchor every night, when 
possible. 

No doubt much criticism has been .indulged in during the 
present controversy over the efficiency of your Navy based on 
ignorance. Personally, I do not know whether the charge that 





the armor belts of your latest ships are placed below the 
water line instead of above is true; but if it is true, this 
error of design is likely to prove a source of great danger. 
Some of the older ships of the British navy are equipped in 
this manner, but not those constructed in recent years. Fre- 
quently extra equipment is added to a battleship after its con- 
struction, and the weight of this, with the full complement of 
coal and ammunition, sinks the armor line lower than originally 
intended. 

From my personal inspection of some of your battleships, in- 
cluding the Kentucky, I am unable to affirm the charge that the 
magazines for your main armaments are in dangerously close 
proximity to the guns, and may thus be exploded by sparks. I 
am a poor hand for remembering distances, but as my memory 
serves me, I believe the magazine of the Kentucky is some- 
thing like thirty feet from and below the guns. If I am not 
in error, the Britsh navy arranged the magazine for some of 
the secondary armaments of late years after American plans. 

Although I am always keenly interested in American affairs, 
I must say I have not perfect faith in my ability to give an 
intelligent judgment as to the fighting efficiency of the Ameri- 
can Navy. I will say, however, it looks, from here, to be a 
very powerful weapon of naval warfare. 

As to the many motives suggested for moving the fleet, I am 
also incompetent to judge, but the movement looks very much 
like a redistribution of power, such as Great Britain effected 
a few years ago. The reported decision to return by way of 
the Suez Canal is, to my mind, a good one.

OUR NAVY IS SECOND. 

According to the Naval Year Book, compiled by Pitman 
Pulsifer, secretary of the Senate Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs, the United States is now the second in strength 
eon the high seas of all the world Powers, Only Great 
Britain exceeds the United States in fighting forces afleat, 
according to this volume. To attain this position the 
United States during the twenty-four years which have 
elapsed since the building of the modern navy began has 
expended $309,359,190, or an average of nearly $13,000,- 

0 a year. ‘This includes the cost of ships already 
commissioned and those which are now under construc- 
tion. 

Among the Powers France, which for a long time had 
held second place, is now rated as third, Germany fourth, 
and Japan fifth. In the list which Mr. Pulsifer gives for 
comparison the United States has twenty-nine bat- 
tleships of more than 10,000 tons, while Japan has only 
thirteen; the United States has eleven coast defense ves- 
sels and Japan three; the United States has fifteen ar- 
mored cruisers and Japan thirteen. In the cost of battle- 
ships the Connecticut and the Kansas lead the others, 
the former costing, according to Mr. Pulsifer, $7,667,606, 
and the Kansas $7,071,148. 

Another table which he presents shows the cost of 
maintenance of each type of warship, the average figures 
being: Battleship, $636,587; armored cruiser, $755,151; 
protected eruiser, $583,002; gunboat, $115,585; torpedo- 
— destroyer, $77,354; torpedoboat, $51,650; submarine, 
$26,454. 

The personnel of the American Navy, according to the 
book, falls below in numbers the personnel of England, 
France, Germany and Japan. The appropriation for the 
Naval Establishment in 1885 was $14,980,472, while for 
the current year the amount was $98,958,507. The largest 
appropriation for a single year was in 1906, when the 
amount was $102,091.670. The total appropriations from 
1885 to 1907 inclusive for the Naval Establishment weré 
$1,092,502,977. The number of petty officers and enlist- 
ed men in 1885 was 8,250, and in 1907 it was 38,500. 

The tables which Mr. Pulsifer has prepared show the 
following with respect to the naval strength of the Pow- 
ers: Great Britain, 56 battleships, 821,390 tons; United 
States, 29 battleships, with 406,146 tonnage; France, 27 
battleships, with 368,461 tonnage; Germany, 28 battle- 
ships, with 358,461 tonnage; Japan, 138 battleships, with 
191,498 tonnage. The total tonnage of all fighting vessels 
of these nations is given as Great Britain, 1,821,610; 
United States, 771,758; France, 836,112; Germany, 
680,782; Japan, 451,320. 

The total number of ships in the English navy is given 
as 454: in the United States Navy, 168; in the French 
navy, 508; in the German navy, 210; in the Japanese 
navy, 194. It will.thus be seen that while the United 
States has the least number of ships of these five Powers 
she is still second in rank. The reason for the excess of 
ships in the French navy is found in the fact that she has 
271 torpedoboats and 99 submarines, while England has 
only 71 torpedoboats and 48 submarines and the United 
States has only 32 torpedoboats and 19 submarines. 
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IMPORTANT IF TRUE. 


The Matin of Paris on Dec. 27 published the follow- 
ing sensational despatch from its correspondent in New 
York : 

“I have just ascertained that the American authori- 
ties have discovered in New York an affair which, at this 
particular time, in view of the existing relations between 
United States and Japan and the departure of the Ameri- 
ean fieet for the Pacific, must create a sensation through- 
out the United States. One of the most important and 
recent documents concerning the defenses of the United 
States against a foreign foe, dated last June, and de- 
signed officially as plans for the mobilization of troops 
in the United States and their transportation to a seat 
of war, disappeared some time ago and it was feared it 
might have been sold to Japan by the person: who pur- 
loined it. The person in question, whose identity was 
discovered, was at one time expelled from the Philippines 
by the American Government on a charge of having pub- 
lished information regarded as prejudicial to military 
operations. Since that time this individual has sold large 


* quantities of arms to Chinese rebels, acting as agent for 


a German firm whose establishment is in Shanghai. The 
person in question is at present in New York. where he 
has boasted of being in a position to sell military papers 
to the Japanese Consul General in New York. It is not 
known how he obtained possession of the papers in ques- 
tion. The fact that he had these papers in his possession 
hecoming known to the military authorities, he was com- 
pelled to surrender them under pain of arrest.” 

Washington despatches show that the American mili- 
tary authorities perversely refuse to take The Matin's 
stcry seriously. The Assistant Secretary of War, General 
Oliver, is quoted as saying: “The Government has few 
military secrets that would be of value to anyone. I 
had not heard that any of our papers have been stolen, 
and do not credit the story, but it is interesting.” 

In an address before the National Guard Association 
of Oregon at Portland, Dec. 27, the Mayor of that city, 
Mr. Harry K. Lane, said) that agents of the Japanese 
government had procured accurate maps of Portland, 
maps and specifications of every roadway leading into 
the city, and of the various pipe lines from which the 
city obtains its water supply. Mayor Lane did not dix 
cover the presence of the alleged spies, he sa‘ ', until their 
work was completed, whereupon he transmitted his in- 
formation to Washington.

DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Assistant Comptroller of the Treasury has de- 
cided in the case of Rear Admiral William H. Reeder, 
U.S.N., retired, that when an officer accepts a leave of 
absence subject to the duty of returning, without ex- 
pense to the government, to the place from which he took 
the leave, an order revoking a part of the leave has 
merely the effect of continuing his leave pay status until 
the date he reports for duty. 

On an appeal from Major Rufus H. Lane, U.S.M.C., 
the Assistant Comptroller has decided that inasmuch as 
there is no mess on a naval collier, a marine officer 
traveling on such a vessel as a passenger is entitled to 
subsistence at the rates prescribed for officers by the 
Regulations for the Naval Auxiliary, namely, one dollar 
per day. 

On an appeal by Lieut. Col. George Richards, U.S.M. 
C., from a decision by the Auditor, the Assistant Comp- 
troller has decided that an officer ordered to Havana, 
via Key West, is entitled to mileage as far as Key West, 
his port of departure, but that on his return trip he is 
not entitled to mileage from Key West to Washington, 
but only from Port Tampa, where his sea voyage ended. 

The Assistant Comptroller has affirmed the decision 
of the Auditor disallowing the claim of Capt. Basil O. 
Lenoir, Signal Corps, U.S.A., for reimbursement in the 
amount of thirty cents express charges on government 
property shipped from Newark, N.J., to New York city. 
The Assistant Comptroller points out that the property 
should have been placed under the control and direction 
of the Quartermaster Department of the Army. 

P.A. Paymr. David C. Crowell, U.S.N., served as pay- 
master’s clerk in the Navy from December 10, 1901, 
until the revocation of his appointment, April 20, 1903. 
On April 3, 1903, he received permission to appear be- 
fore the naval examining board on April 20, 1903, for 
examination for appointment as assistant paymaster. 
His examination was completed April 25, he was ap- 
pointed assistant paymaster April 29, and accepted May 
11, 1903. In settling his accounts for the first and 
second quarters of 1907 the Auditor disallowed Paymas- 
ter Crowell’s credit for five years’ constructive service. 
The Comptroller, however, holds that there was a break 
in the claimant’s service, and that when appointed as- 
sistant paymaster he was not in the naval service. “The 
claimant,” the Comptroller continues, “was appointed 
from civil life, and is entitled to be credited with five 
years’ constructive service in addition to his actual ser- 
vice in computing his longevity pay.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Special Service Squadron under Rear Admiral Se- 
bree, U.S.N., consisting of the armored cruisers Tennessee 
and Washington, arrived in Magdalena Bay, Cal., Dec. 
30, having completed the run from Hampton Roads, Va., 
which was left on Oct. 12 last, without mishap. The two 
cruisers now take their place with the California and 
South Dakota in the second division of the first squadron 
of the Pacific Fleet, under Rear Admiral Dayton. The 
West Virginia, Colorado, Maryland and Pennsylvania, 
constituting the first division of the fleet, have sailed un- 
der command of Rear Admiral Dayton from San Fran- 
cisco for the rendezvous for target work, to join the 
Washington and Tennessee. The California and South 
Dakota will shortly be ready for sea service, and will be 
sent to Magdalena Bay to make up the actual line for- 
mation of the second division. With two full divisions 
Admiral Dayton will then conduct a series of maneuvers. 
All the vessels of the Pacific Fleet, under Rear Admiral 
Dayton, will have completed their target practice and 
have left Magdalena Bay before the Atlantic Fleet, com- 
manded by Rear Admiral Evans, arrives there, but it is 
expected that both fleets will be together at San Francisco 
later in the summer.

The pneumatic ammunition hoist originated by Lieut. 
Comdr. F. B. Upham, U.S.N., is soon to be experimented 
upon by the Bureau of Ordnance at Boston, where it is 
being built by the Lamson Company of that city. Ord- 
nance authorities are giving much interest to it as a so- 
lution to handling ammunition without the danger of ex- 
posing the powder to falling sparks from the turrets. The 
idea, as before explained, is to convey the powder and 
shell through a pneumatic tube similar to those used by 
the city for handling mail. 

Two cases of spinal meningitis or “spotted fever,” ac- 
cording to press despatches, were discovered at the naval 
training station, Newport, R.I., Dec. 28. The victims, 
Robert B. Holloway, of Litton, Tern., and Frederick F. 
Crawford, ef Charleston, Ill., were removed to the naval 
hospital. ‘These are the first cases of the disease that 
have developed at the naval training station since two 
years ago.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., Dec. 31, 1907. 

The first of a series of three matinee hops was given Thurs- 
day afternoon at the Naval Academy by the midshipmen, an in- 
formal affair, but most delightful. It was a very large hop, 
many girls from out of town being present, also parents, sisters 
and other relatives and friends of the midshipmen who are here 
for the holidays. The girls danced with their hats on, and 
there was every variety of costume from a black shirt and shirt- 
waist to a walking dress, dinner dress, afternoon tea gown, re- 
ception dress, to a real ball costume. Another informal after- 


noon dance was given on Friday from 4 to 6. The basketball 
game was held on Saturday, and the last matinee dance was 
given on Monday afternoon, Dec. 30. 

Every precaution is being taken to prevent contagion on the 
ships and at the marine barracks. Bancroft Hall has been 
thoroughly saturated with carbolic acid, and the odor of it is 
on the uniform of every midshipman of the brigade. It is said 
unofficially, that there are 130 midshipmen suffering from heavy 
colds and grip. None are reported seriously ill. Every care is 
being taken to maintain the usual health and avoid an epidemic 
of grip, now so prevalent in most southern cities.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


; In our issue of Dec. 21, 1907, page 404, we published an 
interesting comment from Adjut. Gen. James P. Parker, ot 
Massachusetts, relative to the annual inspections to be made 
by officers of the Regular Army, and giving pertinent and 
timely instructions. The circular the quotation is made from 
was dated Nov. 30, 1907. It is interesting to note, however, 
that Adjut. Gen. George M. Cole, of Connecticut, under date 
of Nov. 13, 1907, some seventeen days before the appearance 
of the Massachusetts document, issued a circular on the an- 
nual inspections to be made in Connecticut, and the com- 
ments thereon are word for word as made later by General 
Parker. Of course it is possible that General Cole is a mind 
reader, and embodied the thoughts of General Parker before 
the latter got them into print. It is more likely, however, 
that the circular of General Cole was so valuable and timely 
in the estimation of General Parker that he concluded he 
could not do better than copy the second paragraph of it 
word for word. Not the slightest credit was given to the adju 
tant general’s office of Connecticut. This was probably due 
to an oversight, but in all fairness it is up to the adjutant 
general’s office. of Massachusetts to give credit for the com- 
ments in question to Connecticut. The latter state, it is also 
interesting to note, has reorganized its National Guard in 
exact conformity with G.O. No. 222, War Department, 1907. 
It would have been accomplished before had the state board 
known what was required. Most other states that have worked 
on this matter, as Connecticut has been doing for the past 
four or five years, will have to reorganize again. 

More interest from an athletic standpoint is being taken 
this season in the athletic games to be given by the 9th N.Y. 
on Feb. 1 in the armory than the oldest members of the regi- 
rent remember ever having seen before. The entries from the 
various companies, the band, the Hospital Corps and drum 
corps will, it is expected, be as high as 150 members in the 
closed events. Some of the finest enlistments that the regi 
ment has been able to secure in years have come in since the 
athletic spirit has grown. An inter-company regiment basket 
ball tournament has been started, and thirteen teams have 
signified their intention of entering the contest, and the first 
match will be between Co. K and the band, on the night of 
Jan. 14. A bronze challenge shield will be given to the win- 
ning company. It is hoped that the regiment will number 850 
oflicers and men by the close of the drill season. Ist Sergt. 
E. E. Bosca, of Co. H, has been elected first lieutenant of 
Co. G, and Lieut. Alphonso Pelham, of Co. E, has been elected 
first lieutenant of that company. At the present time only 
four vacancies in the line exist in the whole regiment, and 
only one staff position is open, which shows well for the har- 
mony prevailing and the popularity of gaining a commission 
in the 9th. 

A review of the 23d N.Y., Colonel Stokes, by Brig. Gen. 
John G. Eddy, commanding the 2d Brigade, will be held iv 
the armory on Jan, 18. 

The State Military Board of Pennsylvania has authorized 
the issue by the adjutant general to the several organizations 
of the National Guard, of the United States Army regulation 
dress coat, for the enlisted men. The issue will be made as 
an exchange for the present style blue coat worn by enlisted 
men. 

Co. A, 23d N.Y, Capt. Carl Rasmus, will entertain its ex 
captains and other ex-members at a review, parade and recep 
tion, to be held at the armory on the night of Jan. 22. Cu. 
G, Capt. David B. Blanton, will, on the night of Jan. 11, hold 
a review and parade in honor of its veterans. The review will 
be made by United States Senator Morgan G. Bulkeley, 0: 
Connecticut, a former member of the company. 

A bill to reorganize the New York National Guard and 
Naval Militia in harmony with the organization of the United 
States Army, under the provisions of the so-called Dick law 
of 1903, and ¢& outlined in G.O. 222, War Dept., 1907, was 
introduced in both houses of the Legislature Jan. 1. It was 
accompanied by a preliminary report of the Wainwright com- 
mission, appointed to investigate the condition of the National 
Guard and Naval Militia and recommend amendments to the 
military code. The measure embodies the recommendations of 
this commission on this subject, and the report says in part: 
‘*It has been the purpose of the state that the organization, 
equipment and discipline of the National Guard should con- 
form to the usage of the United States Army, but in the ab- 
sence of closer relations between the state and federal forces 
this conformity has never been complete, and when the New 
York troops volunteered for service in the Spanish War a cost- 
ly and wasteful dislocation of the regiments was necessary 
before they could be mustered into the United States Service. 
In the Assembly Mr. Wainwright explained that it was neces 
sary to have the bill enacted into law before Jan. 21, the 
date when the Dick bill is to become effective. Mr. Frisbie, of 
Schenectady, introduced a Dill similar to that which he fath- 
ered last year to compel the state, instead of counties, to bear 
the expense of maintaining armcries. 

In the figures issued showing the average attendance at 
drills of the New York National Guard for the month of 
November, the 7th Regiment has the best record among the 
Infantry, and the two Buffalo regiments have the poorest 
records. Other Manhattan regiments who are high up on the 
list after the 7th are the 22d and 69th Regiments. The 
standing of the different regiments with average percentage

of attendance in order of merit is as follows: 7th, 90; 22d

Brig. Gen. A. Murray, Chief of Artillery, U.S.A., reviewed 
the 13th N.Y. in its armory in Brooklyn on the night of Dec. 
27 before the usual big audience, and received an enthusiastic 


reception. Many officers of the Army from harbor forts were 
also present, among them being Col. G. N. Whistler and a 
party of officers from Fort Totten, Capt. J. C. Gilmore, jr., as- 
sistant to General Murray; Lieut. Col. H. H. Ludlow, Capt. 
E. 0. Sarratt ; Captain Hancock and Lieutenant Andrews, of 
Fort Hamilton; Captains Dunn and Murphy, and Lieutenant 
Fisher, of Fort Schuyler. Among the visiting guardsmen were 
Generals Wingate and Frothingham, Majors Moran and Smith 
of the 2d Brigade staff, and Captain McDougal and Lieutenant 
Engel, of the 7th Regiment; Colonel Fitch and Captain Smith 
3d Regiment of Connecticut. The 2d Battalion of the 13th, 
Major Davis, chartered a special car to convey the officers 
and their wives from Fort Hamilton. This battalion was sta- 
tioned at Fort Hamilton during the spring maneuvers. Com- 
pany D, Capt. Sydney Grant, entertained the men of the 52d 
Company from Fort Hamilton at a collation spread in its 
locker room. 

In the marching movements and the Artillery work the 
regiment was below its usual standard, but for very good 
reasons. The drill floor was a new one, and had been recently 
oiled by the contractor, and it was like walking on ice, making 
it difficult for the men to keep on their feet. The 8-inch 
dummy gun was not in good shape, as the compressed air ap- 
paratus is being overhauled, and failed to work properly. In 
order not to disappoint the guests it was decded to take a 
chance with the gun, however, but after two shots it would 
not work, and further firing was consequently abandoned. 

So far as steadiness in the ranks and the execution of the 
manual of arms went, the regiment made its usual fine ap- 
pearance. The first event was a short regimental drill, under 
Colonel Austen, the regiment being divided into three bat- 
talions, the first and third, commanded by Majors William A. 
Turpin and James T. Ashley, respectively, each consisting of 
four companies of twenty-four files, and the second, com- 
manded by Major Charles O. Davis, of four companies of 
twenty-eight files.

Your work was reviewed per- 
sonally by every officer in the Regular establishment from the 
humblest to the highest, including the Secretary of War and 
the President, and all were highly elated at your splendid 
showing. I congratulate you upon the possession of such a 
magnificent armory and fine equipment. I find that the 13th 
Regiment of Brooklyn is better equipped than any other 
coast defense organization in the militia. You have done good 
work, not only in the Artillery service, as evidenced last sum- 
mer, but to-night your work shows the discipline and charac- 
ter of the men enlisted in your ranks. The work that you 
are doing is one of the best advertisements for our Service, 
and I hope that each and everyone of you will do all you can 
to aid us in acquiring a sufficient number of men to man all 
our guns in time of need.’’ General Murray then gave briefly 
some interesting statistics which appear elsewhere in this 
issue. He was accorded a hearty reception at the close of his 
remarks. s 

General Murray spent the entire afternoon at the Sumner 
avenue armory and made a thorough inspection of the building 
and its equipment. Colonel Austen pointed out to him that 
the greater portion of the regiment’s plant, including some 
of the most important instruments, were obsolete, and sug- 
gested that the new equipment would be most acceptable.

staff, reviewed the 69th N.Y., under command of Col. Edward 
Duffy, in its armory on the night of Dec. 29, before a very 
large audience.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no particular

R. W. B.—Married men are enlisted only upon the ap- 
proval of a regimental commander, or other C.O., if for other 
than a regimental organization. 

M. M. M.—It will be very easy for you to have your name 
corrected on the muster rolls of the Army provided, of course, 
there was no criminality attached to your enlisting under an 
assumed name. 

E. M. K.—If you served in the Philippines between Feb. 
4, 1899, and July 4, 1902, or in the Department of Mindanao 
between Feb. 4, 1899, and July 15, 1903. 

G. C.—In computing length of service for retirement of 
enlisted men, credit is given for double the time of actual 
service in Alaska. 

MASTER AT ARMS.—If a man holding a medal of honor is 
deemed competent for advancement he is given preference 
when there is a vacancy.

There is 
no authority in the Navy Regulations for the purchase of 
discharges by enlisted men.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 
General Luzeux, of the French army, in an article in 
the France Militaire, expresses his views on certain theo- 


ries of fighting which he regards as dangerous. He re- 
marks that after the war in South Africa everyone was 
speaking of the Boer system of fighting, and in France 
there were even some persons who wished to clothe the 





French soldier like a Boer, ‘as if the habit made the’ 


monk.” What were the Boers? Very brave men, de- 
termined to fight for their independence, but devoid of 
military education, which, as the general remarks, goes 
once more to prove that soldiers cannot be improvised, 
still less armies. As to the British troops, they had not 
been much exercised in working in open order, while 
the Boers utilized against them the native qualities of 
riflemen, and the British learned with much loss the in- 
feriority in action of close formations opposed to troops 
in dispersed order, especially with modern long-range 
weapons. 

The new Japanese battleship laid down at Yokosuka 
last May has been named Huki. It is understood that 
the original decision to give her twelve twelve-inch guns 
has been abandoned, and she will mount only ten twelve- 
inch, together with a greatly increased battery of six- 
inch and 4.7’s—both calibers being apparently decided 
on for her. 

It is stated that a clever Belgian, Joseph Bertrand by 
name, has invented an apparatus which is adaptable to 
every kind of ship, but particularly to submarines, which 
signals automatically any danger that may encounter a 
submarine when submerged. The wonderful thing about 
this invention is that by its means it will be possible not 
only to keep up communication with the crew of a sunken 
submarine, but even to send them fresh air and food. 
Moreover, in the case of stranding, it will admit of the 
vessel being brought to the surface without the assistance 
of divers. 

An official return, issued by the British Admiralty, 
shows that out of a total of 218,827 seamen (not in- 
cluding Lascars) available for British ships in April last 
year, 168,866 were Britons, 42,039 were foreigners, and 
7,922 were Colonials. About were born at sea, or 
had no birthplace stated. Though from 1896 to 1901 the 
decrease of British seamen was 4,597, in the next five 
years there was an increase of 7,665. While, says the 
Daily Mail, there is no immediate prospect of a better 
supply of British sailors, owing to a decrease in num- 
bers of younger men, there is a greater number of ap- 
prentices, who supply the officer class. The percentage of 
foreigners in the home trade fell from 6.8 in 1901 to 5.9 
in 1906. Swedes and Germans are the most numerous. 

Official returns just published give the strength of the 
German army for the coming year as comprising 501, 
soldiers, 85,166 non-commissioned officers, and 25,465 
officers. Included in the officers will be 401 generals, 675 
colonels of regiments, 2,298 commandants, 6,386 captains, 
4,785 lieutenants, and 10,920 subalterns. The Neue Mili- 
tarische Bliitter states that the German army propose at- 
taching sections of telephonists to the staffs of army 
corps and divisions in the field, so as to connect all their 
units, including the regiment. As the personnel trained 
for telephone service in the four telegraph battalions 
will not be sufficient, infantrymen will be instructed in 
these battalions in the management of telephone ap- 
paratus. 

The United Service Gazette of London learns that 
two Chinese officials have been ordered to proceed to 
France to inspect places where cannon and other. heavy 
war matériel are made. They are to be followed soon 
by four other officiais with a similar mission, after which 
armories and factories are to be established in China’ on 
the lines of those visited in France. 


It is announced that the British battleship Vengeance 
and the cruiser Ariadne have been chosen to carry out 
ecnfidential experiments with a system of fire-control, 
the joint invention of a civilian and a naval engineer. 
About two years ago the battleship Jupiter was engaged 
in experiments with this invention for about four months. 
As the result of the experience then gained improvements 
were made in the fittings, and subsequently the system 
was fitted in the Ariadne. The naval engineer, and 
those associated with him in the invention, have been 
engaged upon a new system for over two years, and with 
every test some additional strength in the fittings has 
been obtained, until now it is believed that a perfect 
system of fire-contro] has been discovered. 

3ritish naval experts contend that the success of the 
English type of submarine, as built from the plans of 
Holland, the American inventor, and greatly improved 
upon by the English constructors, has been established 
beyond all doubt, the English submarine of to-day being 
capable of performing many evolutions that at one time 
were never even thought of in connection with submarines. 
Indeed, the progress of the submarine itself may be de- 
scribed as almost phenomenal, and a complete revelation 
to the critics who at one time were accustomed to de- 
scribe it as an interesting but costly and useless mechan- 
ical toy. Since then, however, it has demonstrated, be-

and ranks tc-day among those vessels which are represen- 
tative of the most efficient forms of naval aggression. 
Sir William White has made it clear to the world that 
much must depend for naval victory upon the torpedo 
vessels, and that the submarine is an absolutely neces- 
sary complement of the surface torpedoboat. There are 
about a dozen of these submarines at present under con- 
struction for the British navy. 

The new French submarine Ventrose was _ virtually 
destroyed at Cherbourg, Dec. 27, by an explosion of 
unknown origin. ‘There was no loss of life. 

The Brazilian Senate on Dec. 27 passed on third read- 
ing the government bill establishing compulsory military 
service. 

According to the Army and Navy Gazette, of London, 
there is some truth in the statement that the British 
soldier finds fault with the new short rifle, because it is 
not easy to clean it properly. The rifling is rather deeper 
than in the former rifle, and the ordinary means of 
cleansing do mot prevent the grooves from becoming 
foul or corroded. Men are said to get into difficulty fre- 
quently, because on inspection their rifles are not found 
to be in proper order, and even the armorers do not al- 
ways pass a rifle correctly. This, however, appears to 
be a minor evil, mostly evident in the complaints of men 
who have been punished. 


In Roumania there have been lately shooting experi- 
ments which, by their plan and their extent, specially 


deserve the attention of the military world. Their ob- 
ject was to determine the destructive force and effect of 
the new Krupp field guns and howitzers, with which the 
Roumanian artillery is armed, by a maneuver under con- 
ditions closely similar to those of war. Under the orders 
of General Coanda, Inspector General of Artillery, who 
directed this maneuver, the Ist Regiment of Engineers 
had erected on the proving ground of Dandilov numerous 
temporary fortifications of all kinds from simplest 
trenches to most powerful armored defenses, and the at- 
tack was carried on against these. Two batteries of six 
guns each, of the 2d, 6th and 10th Regiments, and one 
battery and four howitzers, took part in the shooting. 
The howitzers fired four hundred explosive shells against 
the armored defenses. The Indépendance Roumanie and 
the Roumanie report that the effect obtained from these 
explosive shell surpassed everything that had been expected 
and was terrible. Heavy parts of armor plates and pieces 
of iron were torn off and thrown far away as if they were 
of straw. ‘The efficiency of the guns against the different 
targets was equally good, and the accuracy, the rapidity 
and the easy handling of these guns made the most favor- 
able impression. “Summing up,” writes the Indépendance 
Roumanie, ‘“‘these tests have demonstrated splendidly the 
excellent qualities of the new material and the good in- 
struction of the Roumanian artillery.” 


APPREHENSION IN ENGLAND. 


There is a sense of mystery and apprehension in naval 
and military circles in England which finds curious ex- 
pression in a leading article in the Military Mail, of Lon- 
don, from which we quote the following: “The British 
navy is, so to speak, all on paper. It has not been 
tested in actual combat since Trafalgar, over one hun- 
dred years ago—and a sword is apt to show signs of 
rust if. not in pretty frequent use. And the country ‘is 
beginning to get a bit apprehensive. Hence the recent 
formation of a new Navy League for the purpose of 
pioneering a public inquiry into the state of our sea 
forces. Why was the Dreadnought absent from the 
late maneuvers in the North Sea? they ask. Is it true 
she is a failure? Has another battleship just left Devon- 
port after twenty-five months of repairs at a cost of 
over £1,200 a month? Is it true we must strike two 
hundred ships out of the list if we are preparing to go 
into action? The Army had a severe time of trial five 
years ago; its weak points were revealed, and it has ever 
since been making those weak points strong. Let us 
hope the Navy has no weak points to be revealed in the 
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day of battle. For the day is assuredly coming. The 
ghastly failure of The Hague Conference is fraught with 
meaning. Away from that Conference ran Germany to 
add £2,000,000 to her naval estimates. England sent to 
Devonport an order for the third battleship (which was 
being held in suspense) to be proceeded with forthwith. 
Dr. Emil Reich declares that a conflict between Great 
Britain and Germany is in the near future, and it be- 
hooves us all to read the signs of the times. After all, it 
must not be forgotten that it was the army, and not 
the navy, which earned for us an empire; and it will be 
the soldier who will play the decisive part in the next 
great war, whoever the enemy may be.”
